Two 18-year-old Wheeling youths were 


charged Tuesday with arson In con- 
nection with last Saturday's flrcbomblng 
of the Wheeling High School library. Fire 
destroyed most of the library, causing an 
estimated $330,000 damage. 


Arrested were Erwin J. Kopecky, 012 


Wllshlrc Dr, a Junior at the high school, 
and James Scrowka. 287 E. Norman Ln., 
a former student at the school. Police Lt. 
Thomas Contc said enough physical evi- 


dence was gathered to charge the pair. 
He also sold police received a number of 
tips from people In the village. 


Contc, asked if more arrests would fol- 


low, said, "I don't think so." He said po- 
lice had been Interviewing suspects Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Conte would not con- 
firm reports that police had fingerprints 
from glass fragments of "Molotov cock- 
tails," allegedly used to start the fire. 


Bond was set at $10,000 each for Ko- 


pccky and Scrowka Tuesday in the Ar- 


lington Heights branch of Circuit Court. 
Scrowka was bonded out almost Imme- 
diately and Kopecky was expected to 
make bond later Tuesday night. Both 
youths have a June 28 court hearing 
scheduled on the arson charges. 


SEROWKA WAS arrested Tuesday 


morning at the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. plant In Northbrook, where he is em- 
ployed, police said. Kopecky was ar- 
rested on the street, apparently some- 
where in Prospect Heights, they said. 


Kopecky also was arrested Saturday 


night for disorderly conduct — allegedly 
throwing rocks and using obsence lan- 
guage at police and firemen — while 
they were putting out the 11:05 p.m! fire. 
Three others also were arrested at the 
fire scene on similar charges and a 
fourth was arrested later at the police 
station. All are awaiting court appear- 
ances. 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education set aside a $300 reward for 


information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the arsonists at its board 
meeting Monday night. At that time, 
school officials said they anticipated the 
police department would handle the me^ 
chanlcs of the reward.

ley Tuesday said Kopecky had not been 
suspended. "He's still in jail and I 
haven't faced that problem yet," he said.

Tax-equalizer 
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slow bill mailing

A tax-equalizer bill proposed by two 


north suburban state representatives 
may delay mailing of final 1073 real es- 
tate tax bills in Cook County. 
, 


Unlike tax bill delays in past years, 


however, the situation has caused few 
Northwest suburban school, park district 
and government officials to anticipate a 
. need for borrowing of funds to offset tar- 
dy tax disbursements. 


New tax payment deadlines — moved 


from May 1 to March 1 and from Sept. 1 
to Aug. 1 — hove caused earlier dis- 
tribution .of first-bill taxes, the officials 
said. And, even a change in the target 
Aug. 1 deadline will allow second-bill dis- 
bursements by early fall. 


DESPITE OPTIMISTIC statements by 


county officials, that tax bills will be pre- 
pared for Aug. 1 payment, debate about 
the county tax equalizer in Springfield 
apparently will delay the moiling. 


Officials of the Department of Local 


Government Affairs — which sets tax 
equalizers for Illinois' 102 counties — arc 
waiting until House Bill 2868 is cither 
passed or dies to announce the county 
equalizer figure. 


Without the controversial equalizer — 


subject of a heated Memorial Day public 
hearing In Chicago — County Clerk Stan- 
Icy Kuspcr cannot compute final 'tax 
rates. 


County officials have said that June 18 


is the last day for receipt of the certified 
equalizer if tax bills are to bo mailed 30 
days before the Aug. 1 payment deadline. 


"If we don't get It pretty quick, the 


penalty date will have to be moved 
back," Kuspcr said. 


FINAL ASSESSMENT changes for 


property in the county were received 
Monday by state officials In Springfield. 
"Until such time as the bill is not pend- 
ing" the state will delay certification of 
the equalizer, said Dale Young, an.attor- 
ney for the Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs. 


The House revenue committee began 


hearings on Bill 2868 Tuesday. The bill — 
sponsored by State Rep. Joseph R. Lun- 
dy, D-Evanston, and State Rep. Arthur 
L. Bcrmari, D-Chlcago, would require 
state certification of separate multipliers 


in each Cook County township. A com- 
promise proposal would require retention 
of the three-year-old 1.59 multiplier in 
country quadrants not reassessed since 
Jan. 1,1973 and would allow reduction of 
tho multiplier in "quadrant II" which 
was reassessed last year, Lundy said. 


The state .proposed reduction of the 


multiplier. May 8 from 1.59 to 1.48, which 
would mean a 6.9 per cent cut in real 
estate assessments throughout the coun- 
ty. 


Criticism of the reduction — which was 


based on Increases in assessed valuation 
In recently reassessed county quadrants 
— was Immediate by local'offlcials who 
receive real 'estate tax revenue. School 
officials predicted an estimated $50 mil- 
lion in lost revenue if the equalizer was 
cut. 


The multiplier is used to equalize as- 


sessments among counties throughout 
the state. Total assessed valuation of 
property is multiplied by the equalizer 
before tax rates are computed. 


LUNDY SAID TUESDAY that tho pro- 


posed multiplier reduction "may look 
like a savings on the surface, but in the 
long run it isn't because tax bodies in 
areas that have not been reassessed will 
lose revenue and will purchase tax antic- 
ipation warrants."

day morning. 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, an 


admirer of both Nixon and Kissinger, re- 
portedly has planned a big welcome com- 
plete with at least 100,000 cheering Egyp- 
tians in a show of appreciation for the 
U.S. peace efforts in the Middle East. 


The President's party was scheduled 


for an early-morning departure for 
Cairo. 


An Egyptian government spokesman 


said Tuesday that Foreign Minister Is- 
mail Fahmi will visit Moscow soon to ar- 
range a summit meeting between Sadat 
and the Soviet leaders. 


The announcement followed specula- 


tion that one of the Soviet leaders, possi- 
bly Communist party Secretary General 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, might visit Cairo.

Judge to press Nixon for evidence

An obviously angered federal judge 


may take action today to try to force 
President Nixon to comply with sub- 
poenas for evidence in the conspiracy 
trial of former Nixon aide John D. Ehr- 
lichman. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gescll 


said Tuesday he would issue orders 
"very soon" to enforce the subpoenas 
from ^hrlichman's attorneys for White 
House documents to defend Ehrllchman 
in the Ellsberg brcakln cose. 


Citing Nixon's refusal to surrender the 


evidence, Gescll ordered an indefinite de- 
lay in the trial of Ehrlichman, accused of 
conspiracy and perjury in connection 
with the Sept. 3, 1971, "plumbers" raid 
on the office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist. 


The trial of three co-defendants will be- 


gin as scheduled Monday, but Gesell said 
he had no choice, given Nixon's contin- 
ued "resistance to a lawful trial sub- 
poena" other than to postpone Ehrlich- 
man's case until tho matter is settled. 


The judge, who lost week angrily up- 


braided White House lawyers for refus- 
ing Ehrlichman and his counsel access to 
the subpoenaed files, presumably could 
order Nixon to show cause why the mate- 


• rials should not be produced, or why Nix- 


on should not be held in contempt — a 
last resort considered unlikely at this 
time. 


Ehrlichman was reported delighted by 


Gcscll's action, and denied his demands 
for evidence were contrived to force dis- 
missal of his indictment. 


Claim defective 
babies left to 
die in thousands 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Several thou- 


sand mentally and physically defective 
babies are left to dlo each year when 
medical treatment is withheld, two phy- 
sicians testified Tuesday. 


Their estimates on the number of in- 


fants left to die came in response to 
questions by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., at an unusual "right to sur- 
vive" hearing on the ethics of extraor- 
dinary research published last October. 


In that research, Drs. Raymond Duff 


and A.G.M. Campbell reported that 43 
deaths in the special-care nursery of the 
Yale-New Haven hospital over Wt years 
were related to the withholding of medi- 
cal treatment. 


Tho infants left to die, after what was 


reported to be careful consideration by 
both doctors and parents, had such sev- 
ere birth defects or Incapacitating condi- 
tions that "prognosis for meaningful life 
was extremely poor or hopeless," the au- 
thors said. 


Duff, two other physicians and an eth- 


iclst testified before Kennedy's health 
subcommittee, often sharply disagreeing 
with each other on the moral Issues. 


Kennedy commended Duff for Ms 


"willingness to take the heat and break 
the silence that has surrounded this as- 
pect of medical practice for so long." 


In respose to Kennedy's question on 


how many severely handicapped babies 
are left to die nationally, Duff said: "I'm 
sure several thousand a year."

Massive scientific effort probes weather 


GENEVA (UPI) — Men and machines 


took up their posts around a third of the 
globe Tuesday for a $100 million ex- 
pedition that marks the largest inter- 
national scientific effort in history and is 
aimed at providing better weather fore- 
casts. 


U.S. and Soviet scientists led the 72- 


nation, 100-day project involving 4,000 
men and women, 40 ships and more than 
a dozen aircraft and space satellites. 
Starting Saturday, the international team 
will collect information about the "heat 
engine" or "weather factory" of tropical 
ocean water that largely determines the 
world's weather. 


Tho information, to be tabulated dur- 


ing the next three years, is expected to 
help provide two to three-week weather 
forecasts far more accurate than any- 
thing known today, with a consequent 
saving of untold billions of dollars every 
year around the world. 


The global heat engine's components 


are the tropical ocean waters. The sun's 
heat is stored in the upper layers of the 
oceans, transferred to the atmosphere by 


evaporation, shifted higher in cloud form 
by air currents and dispersed around the 
globe. 


The project is being called GATE, 


which is an acronym of an acronym. 
GATE stands for GARP, Global Atmos- 
pheric Research Program Atlantic Tro- 
pical Experiment. 


There will be 40 ships involved, the 


largest international fleet ever assembled 
for scientific purposes, 13 research air- 
craft, and United States and Soviet satel- 
lites.

GATE extends from the eastern Indian 


Ocean, across tropical Africa and the At- 
lantic Ocean, over tropical South and 
Central America and into the eastern- 
most Pacific Ocean.

Move to cut oil depletion hit 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Federal Energy 


Office chief John Sawhill Tuesday said 
consumers will bear the burden of in- 
creased costs of Congressional efforts to 
eliminate the oil depletion allowance suc- 
ceed. 


Sawhill told a group of independent oil- 


men here that the current campaign to 
reduce or eliminate the depletion allow- 
ance was a political issue. 


"It is a calculated effort on the part of 


some to produce headlines at home," 
Sawhill said. "What the advocates of 
ending the depiction allowance have 


failed to point out is that it is the con- 
sumer rather than the major oil com- 
panies who will ultimately bear the bur- 
den of increased costs."

Sawhill said elimination of the allow- 


ance, long a shelter for oilmen, would 
increase the price of crude by as much 
as Si.35 a barrel.

"If the consumer pays the price, we 


could expect to see increases of as much 
as three cents a gallon," said Sawhill. 


He also told members of the Texas In- 


dependent Producers and Royalty Own- 
ers Assn. he was opposed to any price 
rollback for crude products.

The 
announcement of the sentencing came 
Tuesday from Judge John J. Sirica, who 
could pin on Kalmback three years in 
prison and fines of $11,000. Kalmback 
pleaded guilty on Feb. 25 to two viola- 
tions of the Federal Corrupt Practices 
Act, Including raising $3.9 million for a 
secret congressional campaign fund and 
promising a better diplomatic post to a

The Buffalo Grove Chamber of Com- 


merce has presented a petition to the vil- 
lage opposing its plan to plant trees and 
gross on the Dundee Road median strip. 


David Potter, Chamber president, said 


about ISO persons representing about 45 
business along Dundee Road have signed 
the petition. The petition represents at 
least 85 per cent of the businesses on the 
road, he said. 


"Personally, I haven't found anyone 


Hint is really in fnvor of this plan as it 
has been presented," Potter added. 


THE CHAMBER OF Commerce con- 


tends that the planted, raised median 
nill do the following: 


• Decrease access to local businesses. 
• Present a traffic hazard. 
• Restrict business activity and devel- 


opment along the road. 


• Pose a potential maintenance prob- 


lem for the village. 


• Decrease business volume and result 


In a major reduction In state and mu- 
nicipal revenue obtained through sales 
tax. 


Local businessmen have complained 


the trees will shield their businesses 
from passing motorists and the high 
cu'bs and limited access will divert po- 
tential customers to other shopping 
areas. Thoy also contend the barrier me- 
dian and tall trees would be dangerous. 


The plan would have numerous planted 


fclnnds from Trace Drive to Cambridge 
Drive. The trees and grass would be 
within a raised barrier to prevent cars 
from driving over them. 


Throughout the planted strip there 


would be openings where motorists could 


turn left into shopping areas. Many of 
the businessmen, however, feel there are 
not enough openings. They favor a mount- 
able median where motorists could turn 
left throughout the two-mile strip. 


The plan, prepared by the State of Illi- 


nois at the request of the village, pro- 
vides 25 openings for cars to turn into 
businesses. On the average there is an 
opening every 420 feet. 


THE PLAN THAT was to be followed 


prior to the village's request called for 
the mountable median throughout, with 
no plantings. A number of village offi- 
cials feel the plantings will make the 
road more attractive. 


Before the plan becomes a reality It 


must be approved by the state, federal 
government and village. State officials 
said the plan probably will not be ap- 
proved unless a near unanimous number 
of businesses approve it. 


The village board will meet with local 


businessmen Thursday night in an at- 
tempt to resolve some of the problems 
with the proposed bcautificatlon plan. 


If the plan is approved, work would 


start after widening and repaying of 
Dundee Road is completed.

214 ivrapup 
Drug-use policy 
may be revised 


The High School Dist. 214 board will act on a revision in the 


district's policy on drug use at Its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a proposed policy Monday which, if 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse cases in the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review 'council, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 


bert, will provide an interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an Individual school in a drug case and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student 


According to the proposal, a student in possession, selling 


or under the influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could then be referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
bo made up of a board member and district administrators. 


THE COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according to Gilbert, or it could refer the case to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must be conducted by the board by law. 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal. Board member Gene Artemenko said he had In- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that if we left this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and Information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." 


The board's present policy is that a student caught In pos-, 


session of drugs In school is suspended and his parents called 
In for a conference. If a student is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, he Is automatically referred to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, does not provide the district with 
enough flexibility In discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
the new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for 
profit," probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action.

Administrators9 pay hiked 


The board voted Monday to approve raises for the 111 ad- 


ministrators In High School District 214. Two board members 
voted against the raise to protest the fact that the board had 
limited raises to an average of B per cent. 


Board members Gene Artemenko and Warren Schablnger 


voted against the raises proposed for Individual administrators 
by Supt. Edward Gilbert because, according to Artemenko, "I 
feel we're taking advantage of administrators as a group." 


At a meetng last month, the board set aside a fund of 


$196,076 for administrative raises, enough for an average 
eight per cent Increase. In addition, the board told Gilbert 
that no Individual administrator could receive more than a 15 
per cent raise. 


ARTEMENKO AND SCHABINCER voted against the ac- 


tion last month also, arguing that teachers returning to the 
district receive a 10,6 per cent raise under the second year of 
a three-year salary contract.

evaluations by Gilbert, Raises adopted by a Monday's 4-2 vote 
Included an increase from $29,800 to $32,100 for Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for Instruction, and Rob- 
ert Weber, assistant superintendent for business services.

Neio state aid formula 


The High School Dist. 214 board has decided to use a new 


state school aid formula which will result in an increase In 
state money and a drop in the district's tax rate during the 
next five years. 


The board approved filing its state aid claim for the 1974-75 


school year under the new resource equalizer formula. The 
formula means the state's contribution to Dist. 214 operating 
funds will increase from $8,040,223 during the past year to 
$13,477,874 by 1977-78, according to Aast. Supt Robert Weber. 


At the same time, beginning with this year's (ax levy the 


district will lower its operating tax rate to the level required 
under the resource equalizer. 


The district will have the choice of how low to set its tax 


rate before it approves Its 1974 tax levy later this year, ac- 
cording to Weber. However tow the district agrees to make 
ita tax rate, the roll-back will be phased In as state aid pay- 
ments increase.

million budget 


tentatively OKd

Buffalo Grove officials gave tentative 


approval to the 1974-75 fiscal year budget 
that calls for expenditures of about $3.1 
million and an average Increase of 10.2 
per cent for village employes. 


The budget Is not expected to necessi- 


tate an Increase In village taxes, accord- 
ing to officials. 


The village board, by a 4-1 margin, 


Monday night directed Village Mgr. Dan- 
iel Larson to prepare Hie budget in its 
final form. The final vote will be taken 
within the next several weeks. 


Before the vote was taken, board mem- 


bers agreed to cut budget expenditures 
by an additional $99,000 .to assure the vil- 
lage Is able to meet operating expenses 
In the fiscal year. In recent weeks a 
number of other expenses were trimmed 
from the budget. 


THE CUTBACKS were necessary be- 


cause of a shortage of cash in tne village 
general fund. The shortage Is due in part 
to a delay In receiving property taxes 
from the Lake County section of the vil- 
lage. 


Lake County tax money has been de- 


layed because of a dispute there con- 
cerning home assessment practices. The 
village will not get any Lake County tax 
money until at least late September and 
may not get any this year, county offi- 
cials said. 


The delay in receiving funds may 


cause the village to sell tax anticipation 
warrants to pay Its bills. The warrants 
are essentially loans taken out by a mu- 
nicipality until tax money arrives. 


The village staff projected that without 


the cuts approved Monday night, the vil- 
lage still would have had a $16,000 sur- 
plus at the end of the fiscal year. Board 
members, however, said they favored 
cutting revenue still further In case reve- 
nue is lower than expected. 


THE BOARD REJECTED a proposal 


by Trustee Clarice Rech, calling for a 1 
per cent decrease in proposed pay raises 
for municipal employes. The measure 
would have lowered increases to an aver- 
age of 9.2 per cent. 


Mrs. Rech said the raises should be 


decreased to bring them more in line 
with recurring village revenue. The 
smaller pay raises would have saved the 
village about $7,000 in the fiscal year. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney, In voting 


against Mrs. Rech's proposal, said, "I'm 
personally sympathetic with it, but the 
relative savings to the village Is so small 
compared to the ill will it would cause." 


Although salary Increases will not be 


cut, they will not go into effect until Aug. 
1, three months later than scheduled. 
Board members earlier said they would 
consider making the raises retroactive to 
May 1, but Monday night decided against 
it. By deferring the raises three months, 
the vilage will save $10,000, village offi- 
cials said. 


INCLUDED IN THE employe pay 


raises were increases for village depart- 
ment heads. Larson's salary was in- 
creased from $18,500 a year to $20,600, 
Police Chief Harry Walsh's salary was 
increased from $19,000 to $20,500 a year, 
Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg's sala- 
ry was Increased from $18,500 annually 
to $20,300 and Public Works Director 
Charles McCoy's salary was increased 
from $18,000 to $19,000 a year. 


Of the $99,000 cut from the budget, 


$53,000 was to be spent for firing several 
new employes. The village board decided 
to defer hiring the new employes until at 
least the 1975-76 fiscal year. 


As a result of the board's action, the

Buffalo Grove 
officials9 wage 
meeting illegal

The Buffalo Grove Village Board con- 


ducted an illegal meeting Saturday June 
1 to discuss salary increases for village 
department heads, The Herald has 
learned. 


The illegal session was attended by all 


the elective officials except Trustee Ran- 
dall Rathjen and Village Clerk Verna 
Clayton. Both said they were unaware of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was illegal because the 


public was not notified of it by village 
officials. The session also was in conflict 
with a recent opinion by Illinois Atty. 
Gen. William Scott The opinion states 
that executive sessions (closed meetings) 
only can be called for hiring and firing 
personnel and not to discuss salaries. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong, 


when contacted Tuesday, said he does 
not agree with the opinion. "It was an 
executive session for personnel reasons, 
to discuss executive salaries," he said. 
"We maintain that is a legitimate reason 
for an executive session and will contin- 
ue to do so. 


"Yeah, the law states that the press 


should have been notified and you should 
have been," he said. "It was an over- 
sight on our part." 


Trustees Thomas Mahoney and James 


Shirley, who also attended the meeting, 
said they also feel the press should have 
been notified, but don't know why. they 
were not. Other trustees who attended 
the session were Edward Osmon, Clarice 
Rech and Jerry Driscoll. 


THE ILLEGAL session was brought to 


light Monday night when Rathjen in- 
quired about salary Increases for the ex- 
ecutive staff. He was told by Armstrong 
that the salaries had been discussed and 
agreed on at the closed meeting. Rathjen 
then voted against adoption of the 1974-75 
fiscal year budget. 


"To the best of my recollection I 


wasn't notified of that meeting," he said. 
Tuesday. "Of course I wouldn't have at- 
tended even if I had known." 


Several weeks ago, Rathjen said he 


would not participate in further closed 
door sessions on proposed salary increas- 
es.

Trustee Randall Rathjen opposed adop-

The vil- 
lage, however, will put off the purchase 
of an air alert system for the dvil de- 
fense department until at least next 
year. 
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Gasoline supply outlook 'good9 
Pump prices up slightly from last week 


Chicago-area motorists arc paying on 


average of 59 cents a gallon for regular 
gasoline this week, up from the previous 
week's average pump price of 58.5 cents 
a gallon. 


The Chicago Motor Club, In announcing 


the overage pump price for the week, 
also said the outlook for gasoline supply 
continues to Improve and that 27 per cent 
of service stations surveyed are now 
open on Sundays. 


Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 


for tho Plait's Ollgrnm petroleum In- 
dustry publication, said tho ups and 
downs of pump prices within the past 
week reflect an over-all boost of 2 cents 
a gallon In wholesale prices. A possible 
downward move In gasoline prices could 
follow the Tuesday announcement that 
Gulf coast oil prices dropped 2 cents a 
gallon at the wholesale level, Hugo said. 


SOME MAJOR OIL companies, In- 


cluding Amoco and Shell, have not 
changed gasoline prices for June. Gulf Is 
down 1.3 cents a gallon, Skclly Is down 
3.3 cents, Conoco Is up 3 cents and Cltgo 
Is up 6 cents a gallon. A number of Inde- 
pendents announced downward price 
moves, and Mobil Is up 2 cents a gallon. 


Judge dismisses 
RTA board in 
vote-count suit 


Circuit Court Judge Edwin Douglas of 


DuPage County has dismissed the eight 
board members of tho Regional Trans- 
portation Authority as defendants in a 
suit challenging the March 10 election re- 
sults. 


Attorneys for tho RTA board appeared 


In DuPagc County Circuit Court Tuesday 
to respond to summonses issued In the 
case, which was filed by members of tho 
k\0w RTA Committee. State legislators 
opposed to tho RTA arc attempting to 
have the referendum nullified by proving 
fraud In the counting of votes, particular- 
ly In several Chicago wards. 


Douglas scheduled a June 25 hearing 


for further response by both parties. The 
RTA as a body will be Included as a de- 
fendant In the suit. Ballots for the refer- 
endum have been Impounded by previous 
order of Douglas. 


THE HTA IS challenging the authority 


of the DuPago court to have jurisdiction 
In the case, similar to an RTA challenge 
that was denied by a Lake County Judge 
in the constitutional cose against the 
RTA there. 


The kNOw RTA Committee had sought 


a discovery recount In several precincts 
as evidence of vote fraud, but was denied 
In Cook County, on grounds there is no 
provision for a discovery recount of ref- 
erenda. 


The state election board avoided the 


Issue by agreeing there was no precedent 
for a referendum discovery recount. Tho 
committee took the Issue to the Illinois 
Supremo Court, but was again denied a 
discovery recount when the court refused 
to hear the case. 


Tlin COMMITTEE Is contesting tho 


election without the additional evidence 
It hoped to gain from the discovery 
recounts. This will be tho last opportuni- 
ty to win a reversal of the RTA victory, 
which was carried predominantly by tho 
Chicago vote. All the outer counties 
voted the Issue down overwhelmingly. 


If tho Judgo believes evidence is suf- 


ficient, he can order a recount, but tho 
expense of tho recount is usually borne 
by the complainants. For tho six- county 
area, tho recount could cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


Legislation has since been introduced 


In tho General Assembly to guarantee 
the same rights of recount In referenda 
as are granted to individual candidates. 
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What these price fluctuations mean to 


(he motorist Is that tho wide price differ- 
ence during March of 22 cents between 
Independent gasoline retailers on the 
high end, and major brand dealers in the 
low end Is shrinking, Hugo continued. 


"It's a healthy sign — the return of 


competition in the market," he said. 
"Now If the government would abolish 
price controls I think there's a damn 
good chance that prices would tend to 
decrease," ho sold. 


"Things definitely look better supply- 


wise and price-wise than at any time 
within the past year," Hugo said. Bar- 
ring a major international oil shipment 


interruption, or a sudden gasoline buying 
binge by motorists, the outlook for prices 
should be stable, he said, with pump 
prices increasing "no more than 10 per 
cent at most from July 1 to the end of 
tho year." 


The federal requirement that many 


stations must sell unleaded gasoline by 
July could divert needed supplies, he 
cautioned. Unleaded gasoline sells for 2 
to 4 cents a gallon higher than regular 
gas. New 1975-model autos will require 
tho use of the unleaded fuel. If the un- 
leaded gas does not sell, price wars 
could enable'dcalcrs to unload their sup- 
plies, Hugo said.

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Times change and so do farmers, but part of the myth remains.lf there were peace In the world, it would be here 


Farming isn't all fantasy

The sun broke through on overcast 


sky, the tractors hummed in the field 
and the trees seemed to whisper: If 
there were peace in the world, it would 
be here. 


Fourteen hundred acres of good, rich, 


muddy-black, fertile dirt lie In DcKalb 
and Kane Counties. Some of it has been 
In the Gramley family for the lost 100 
years. Like a Norman Rockwell painting, 
the two-story white frame farmhouse 
stood guard over the fields and the red 
frame farm buildings behind It. The hogs 
grunted In the nog house and a lone 
rooster walked the yard marking off his 
territory as If the land belonged to him. 
Out In the field, two tractors disappeared 
over the horizon. The farmers were al- 
ready well Into the middle of a hard 
day's work. 


THE: SCENE stirs tm Images in the 


mind of a city person. The dream of life 
on the farm, tucked away In a corner of 
the mind, rcndy to pull out when things 
get too tough In the city. The dream of 
waking up early to smell the graw grow, 
of men In blue bib overalls sitting on the 
front porch reminiscing of days gone by, 
of robust bun-haired women In the kitch- 
en all day, baking bread and putting up 
preserves for the winter. 


Life on the farm in a mind's eye: It is 


peace, contentment and a return to the 
pure and simple. But, on a modern Illi- 
nois farm, it is also myth.

TWENTY-EIGHT.YEAR.OI.D 
Elmer 


Gramley, tall, thin and already tan from 
working outside, looked up at the over- 
cast sky and pleaded out loud. "Not until 
noon," he said. "Not until noon." 


It was 7 a.m. on the Gramley farms, 


set on the boarder between DcKalb and 
Kane counties, a 45-mlnuto ride from the 
Northwest suburbs and just a few miles 
west of Kanevillo where the biggest 
building is the elementary school. 


It rained the night before but luckily 


had not poured. Elmer and his 30-year- 
old brother, Leon, were getting ready to 
plant 30 acres of corn before the weather 
turned on them again. Last year was a 
record good year for farmers; this year 
It looks bad. 


The two brothers, who farmed the fam- 


ily-owned acres together, already were 
behind. Yesterday was the first day they 
were in the fields for the last three 
weeks. Heavy rains kept them in the 
house or in the machine- sheds fixing 
some of the $200,000 worth of machinery 
that makes profitable farming possible. 
They had 300 acres of corn left to get in 
and more than 100 of the 700 already 
planted to do over. It was May 29 and by 
former's logic, all corn should have been 
in the ground by May 10. 


Leon picked up a chunk of dirt and 


rolled It through his fingers. "Too wet 
for May 7th," he sold. "But not too wet 
for May 23th." 


HE HAD BEEN UP since 5 a.m. doing 


the chores, waking to the familiar ring of 
the alarm clock. The rooster started 
crowing an hour earlier but Leon Ignored 
him. He didn't hear him any more. 


Leon is the "hog man" on the farm, 


tending to the 650 hogs kept In pens and 
houses a few feet awny from the farm- 
house. Business was bad now. Leon fig- 
ured he was losing $8 to $8 on every ani- 
mal ho sent to market. 


Elmer manages the crops. This year 


there would be 1,000 acres of corn, 230 
acres of soybeans and 115 acres of winter 
wheat for July harvest. The Grnmley 
farm Is big for Illinois and the two men 
farm it alone, except for the port-time 
help of two hired hands. 


THE BROTHERS worked hard to beat 


the rain, loading the corn planter which 
can plant 12 rows of corn at a time, 100 


acres a day. As they emptied the bags of 
seed and herbicides, they burned them 
on the spot. A grain of one of the weed 
killers could kill a man in 15 minutes, 
Leon said. 


The Gramleys had only 10 days left to 


plant the No. 2 yellow corn that would be 
sold for hog feed, face powder, corn- 
starch, other by-products and for ship- 
ment overseas. The water used to wash 
the corn would be used for penicillin. 
Most of the crop, at one time or another, 
would bo bartered on the Chicago Board 
of Trade. 


If the Gramleys couldn't get the corn 


in on time, they'd have to switch to soy- 
beans. But they didn't like the idea, be- 
cause the price of soybeans must be 
three times that of corn to make a better 
deal. 


For two hours, they worked fast — 


these two men in jeans, workshirts, cow- 
boy boots and hats given out by the local 
seed dealer perched atop their heads. 
But by 9 a.m. it was obvious the storm 
wouldn't wait. Fifteen minutes later it 
started to rain and they had to quit. The 
sun would shine later, but the ground 
was too wet to plant. 


"Guess we don't have to rush over cof- 


fee today," said Leon, walking to the 
pick-up truck to carry him across the 
grovel road to the house. He didn't com- 
plain, swear at the sky or cuss his bad 
luck. The farmer can't do anything about 
the weather and he knows it. The weath- 
er and the markets — except for these, 


he is basically his own boss. 


MAYBE LATER Leon and Elmer 


would drive to Elburn, 12 miles away 
where fanners congregate in Smith's 
coffee shop on a rainy day to swap sto- 
ries and trade Information. There a 
Kaneville fanner could hear about a 
Schaumburg farmer who claimed his 
land was worth $115,000 an acre. In 
Kaneville, the going price is $1,900. 


Yesterday had been a better day — no 


rain. The Gramleys planted the 20 acres 
of peas they contracted for with Del 
Monte. Fifty-four days later a crew from 
Del Monte would come to pick the peas 
and by winter they'd be in cans on the 
store shelves. This kind of contracting is 
just starting to catch on in Kane County 
because farmers can lock in a price be- 
fore they plant and get a reasonable re- 
turn.

Recent visitors warned: 
Cold reception 
awaits Alaskan 
job aspirants

Still reminiscing about their recent va- 


cation In Alaska, a Mount Prospect 
couple was surprised earlier this year to 
receive a letter which began: 


"Dear Friend of Alaska: 
"Now that the President has signed the 


Trans-Alaska Pipollno Authorization Act, 
there Is a widespread mlsimpresslon that 
construction of the line has already be- 
gun ..." 


AS TUB LETTER explains, job seek- 


era bent on snaring a high-paying job on 
the massive Alaska pipeline construction 
project are pouring into Alaska. And the 
March announcement of yet another 
pipeline proposal — for the 2,600-mllo 
Trans-Arctlc Pipeline stretching across 
Alaska and Canada — has likely fueled 
job hopefuls' plans of seeking their for- 
tunes In the Alaskan wilds. 


Despite the suburbanites' protestations 


that they had no desire to work In the 
frosty clime, the letter gues on to say: 
"As many as 600 persons come to Alaska 
each month In search of nonexistent 
pipeline construction jobs. At best these 
people are disappointed. Unfortunately, 
many entire families find themselves 
stranded, cold and homeless without 
prospect of relief." 


SURPRISINGLY, THE letter was 


signed by Alaska Pipeline Service Co. 
The company, which was formed to build 
the 789-mile pipeline from Alaska's north 
slope to the southern port of Valdez, of- 
fers a chilly warning to jobless construc- 
tion workers: don't come to Alaska in 
soarch of a job. The message b still the 
same following spring startup of the 
project. 


An Illinois State Employment Service 


spokesman in Chicago sold calls about 
Trans-Alaska Pipeline jobs started com- 
ing In March. "Whoever started these ru- 
mors should clamp the lid on because 
Alaska has one of the highest unemploy- 
ment rates In the nation," he said. 
Alaska law gives preference to Alaskans 
seeking employment In the state, ho 
added. 


"It's been true for years, that you 


shouldn't go up there without a job and 
without money," echoes Everett Gallo- 
way of the state employment service of- 
fice In DCS Plaines. He reports few in- 
quiries about Alaska jobs. 


R. L. SMITH, commissioner of the 


Alaska Department of Labor, zeroes in 
on the high cost of living: "Alaska's liv- 
ing costs vary by area, and are generally 
20 to 33 per cent higher than many other 
states." 


Smith says a number of factors have 


contributed to Alaska's relatively high 
unemployment rate, but "certainly the 
Influx of job seekers has been one of 
them." In January of this year, total 
unemployment In the state rose to 14 per 
cent compared with the January 1S73 
rate of 12.4 per cent. 


"BECAUSE ALASKA'S existing work- 


force Is more than adequate to meet the 
unskilled, semi-skilled and many of the 
skilled manpower requirements that may 
generate from the Trans-Alaska pipeline 
project," Smith said, "we do not antici- 
pate any significant manpower short- 
ages." 


For the job seeker who remains un- 


daunted about tho prospects for econom- 
ic survival In .Alaska, the Alyeska Pipe- 
line Service Co. offers these tips: 


• Paychecks for workers on the pipe- 


line project may run 15 to 25 per cent 
higher than for similar jobs in the conti- 
nental United States. Long hours and dif- 
ficult working conditions may be ex- 
pected. 


• The cost of living will be 15 to 50 per 


cent higher in Alaska than in the lower 
48 states. Apartment rentals start at $300 
a month; three-bedroom homes sell in 
tho $40,000 to $60,000 range; a ham-and- 
egg breakfast may cost $3 in Anchorage 
and $5 in Fairbanks. 


• Temperatures may dip to minus 80 


degrees In some parts of the Alaskan In- 
terior, and winds drive the chill factor to 
minus 150 degrees. There Is more dark- 
ness than light in winter months. 


Demand for steel soars 
Economic trends 
mixed in area 


Mixed economic trends, punctuated by 


insatiable demand for steel products, 
characterizes tho Chicago metropolitan 
area. The Chicago Assn. of Commerce 
and Industry Issued tho economic report 
this week. 


According to Do Vcr Sholes, director of 


research and statistics for the associ- 
ation, "If there is one frenetic Industry 
in Chicago, It has got to be steel produc- 
tion. Orders for future production are 
causing a lag time In production and the 
mills arc trying to get caught up." The 
report continues, "On tho basis of April, 
1973, compared with April, 1974, produc- 
tion was up 2.1 per cent, and was up .6 
per cent in tho first four months of this 
year. 


"SO MANY PRODUCTS depend on 


basic steel that the demand seems al- 
most insatiable. The Imports of steel and 
steel shapes has declined from Europe 
and Japan. It certainly does not look as 
If durable goods were gearing down for a 
recession." 


Tho Index of Industrial Production of 


Illinois Business stood at 125.5 In April, as 
a preliminary figure, up slightly from 
125.4, unadjusted, for March'1974. It can 
bo compared to 127.0 In April 1073. This 
is a decline of 1.2 per cent, but In the 
first four months of this year tho index 
has dropped only 6 per cent. Electrical 
power produced was up fractionally in 
April, and with a slightly higher port 
ccntago increase of 6 per cent In the first 
four months. 


MOST OF* THE categories of employ- 


ment were up In April, although not by 
any tremendous amount. Tho one ex- 
ception was In nondurable production, 
which was down 2.4 per cent April to 
April, but only two per cent for the first 
four months. Durable goods production 


was up 2 per cent in April and 2.3 per 
cent In the first four months. 


Unemployment numbered among its 


ranks 131,800 persons in metropolitan 
Chicago, up 13.4 per cent April to April, 
6.4 per cent in the first four-month aver- 
age. The unemployment rate — the per- 
centage of unemployed in the total labor 
force — stayed at 3.7 per cent for the 
third month in a row. This Is substantial- 
ly below the national rate of approxi- 
mately 5.5 per cent. 


Home building continues to be plagued 


with a lack of activity, with total dwell- 
ing units authorized by building permits 
in April being down 48.9 per cent below 
tho 1973 April figure. Tho total for the 
first four months was down 48.2 per cent. 
Single-family units were down much less 
percentagewise than multi-family units, 
but both of them are in the doldrums. P. 
W. Dodge construction statistics show 
r e s i d e n t i a l construction contracts 
awarded in tho first four months of 1974 
were down 17.2 per cent In metropolitan 
Chicago. 


Nonrcsldcntlal construction contracts 


were up 15.3 per cent. 


INDUSTRIAL PLANT investment has 


been down substantially in the area in 
the first four months of 1974, but April 
investments amounted to $62,253,000, 
which Is a 221 per cent Increase over 
April 1973 and Is tho highest monthly to- 
tal since March of 1073. 


Commercial construction was down in 


both tho April figure and tho year to 
date. The Construction Cost Index contin- 
ues to rise. In April It stood at 1443 (com- 
pared to 1913 • 100), and was just 101 
Index points abovo tho April 1973 figure 
of 1342, a 7.3 per cent Increase.. In the 
• first four months there was an increase 
of 9.3 per cent.

Detroit Is using the "atomic absorption 


spectrophotometer" in its 
continuous 


monitoring of the catalytic converters. 


The muffler-like device that will add 


about $150 to the price of Ihe average 
1975-modcl car is a sensitive one in 
which nearly lead-free gasoline must be 
used. It also must be durable enough to 
last the 50,000 miles the government re- 
quires without deteriorating. 


THAT'S WHERE the specialized In- 


struments como in. Operating on optical 
principles, the "atomic absorption spect- 
rophotometer analyzes materials for 
traces of as many as 68 metals in quan- 
tities as low as one millionth of a gram." 


It's the same instrument that can de- 


termine through blood.samples whether 
children have taken in large quantities of 
load from paint. It also is used by police 
to link criminals to evidence. Environ- 
mentalists use similar instruments to 
check collected air samples for pollution. 


Gasoline and emissions are the key 


items checked by the automakers. 


The gasoline lead level set by the Envi- 


ronmental Protection Agency for use on 
the 1975 models calls for not more than 
0.05 grams a gallon. This reflects the av- 
erage lead contamination

ing of (he lead content as well as (hat of 
other elements, cither added to the gaso- 
line during refining or naturally In petro- 
leum such as sulphur.

Let's hike rate ceiling 


If you want to buy a home in Illi- 


nois, the state Senate and Gov.

been set at 8 per cent, while other

states have moved to have higher 
rates. Therefore, savings and loan 
associations have loaned mortgage 
money outside of Illinois, because 
of the higher interest return it will 
produce. 


As a consequence, it has been 


difficult to borrow money in Illinois 
for home purchasing. Since savings 
and loan associations have been 
unable to loan much money, they 
haven't received enough return to 
increase interest rates in savings 
accounts — and investors have in- 
vested money elsewhere. It's a 
vicious circle for everyone in- 
volved. 


The proposal facing the Senate 


and Gov. Walker offers only imme- 
diate relief, for it expires on July 1, 


The 
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1975, thus requiring the legislature 
next year to reenact the interest 
ceiling hike, or the ceiling will re- 
vert back to the earlier level of 8 
per cent. 


A principal argument against 


raising the ceiling is that it'll lock 
Illinois into automatic inflation. 
However, the one-year limit can 
permit the state to trim it back to 8 
per cent if desirable next year. Ad- 
ditionally, the 9.5 per cent ceiling 
is only a ceiling; if interest rates 
dropped across the country, then 
Illinois rates could also drop. 


Whatever the interest rate is to- 


day or tomorrow, the public is 
ready and willing to buy homes, 
and will do so when money be- 
comes available, regardless of the 
interest rate. In many circles, it is 
predicted that the availability of 
mortgage money will stabilize or 
even lower the costs of home pur- 
chasing — a step that would help 
every potential homebuyer in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


There are reports that Gov. 


Walker may veto this bill, but no 
step would be more disastrous for 
the "little guy" that Walker claims 
to serve. Potential homebuyers de- 
serve mortgage money, and the 
senate and Walker should ap- 
prove the bill immediately, so that 
the homebuilding and housing mar- 
kets won't continue to stagnate 
until the next legislative session.

Can Nixon afford ouster? 


by CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON - If Richard Nixon 


were looking at his Impeachment prob- 
lem only in terms of his personal fi- 
nances, he would resign sometime after 
the House of Representatives votes im- 
peachment but before the Senate votes 
on whether to remove him from office. 


Until the House formally brings 


charges against him, the taxpayers must 
pick up the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars In legal expenses for his defense. 
And until the Senate votes to remove him 
from office he risks none of his consid- 
erable pension and allowance rights as a 
former president. 


By resigning prior to conviction by a 


two-thirds vote of the Senate, ho would 
solidify his rights to a lifetime presiden- 
tial pension of $60,000 a year, plus a 
$96,000-a-year secretarial and office al- 
lowance provided for all former presi- 
dents unless removed from office by the 
impeachment process. 


Regardless of what happens, Nixon 


will be entitled to a federal pension of 
more than $15,000 a year based on his 
Navy service, four years In the House of 
Representatives, two years in the Senate, 
and eight years as vice-president in the 
Eisenhower administration. 


Should he resign before he is im- 


peached, 
this $l5,000-n-year pension 


would be added to tho $60,000 a year 
presidential pension. The presidential 
pension is pegged to the salary of cabinet 
officers and will undoubtedly be In- 
creased In tho near future. 


Further, by rejecting suggestion of an 


early resignation, Nixon has the advan- 
tage of a $200,000-a-year presidential 
salary and an immunity from criminal 
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prosecution for as long as he holds office 
as president. 


While some legal authorities, including 


Harvard legal scholar Raoul Berger, 
contend that a sitting president can be 
subject to criminal indictment, Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski seems to 
agree with Justice Department argu- 
ments that a president would not be sub- 
ject to normal criminal processes until 
he leaves office. 


Even Berger, while arguing there is no 


constitutional bar to indictment of a 
president, concedes that there Is no prac-

Health a 'primary issue9? 


by DAVID K. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Tho primary focus 


of civil rights debate — or what's left of 
it in a nation fascinated by Watergate 
and traumatized by Inflation — has been 
on tho issue of education. 


On the level of grade and high school, 


tho debate has been over such questions 
as busing and whether there is any mea- 
surable academic progress for black stu- 
dents being sent to Integrated schools. 


On the college and university level, tho 


debate has been over the affirmative ac- 
tion programs as a means of ensuring 
equality of access to higher education for 
blacks. 


But thcro are some blacks who are be- 


ginning to argue that tho question of edu- 
cation is D secondary front and that until 
a more primary Issue is resolved — tho 
problem of health caro and delivery — 
tho quality of education will make little 
impact on black status. 


J. N. Gayles Jr., professor of chem- 


istry at Morehouso College, Atlanta, 
writes in the current issue of "The Black 
Scholar": 


"To speak only about better schools for 


tho masses of block children is to over- 
look tho necessity of bringing into exis- 
tence healthy children who will remain 
healthy." 


Congress is holding hearings on pro- 


posals on tho health delivery system. 
Advocates of the status quo argue that 
America has tho best doctors, hospitals, 


and medical research facilities in the 
world. Critics point out that the United 
States ranks 12th in life expectancy for 
women, 27th in life expectancy for men 
and 15th in infant mortality. 


It should come as no surprise that for 


blacks, such statistics are even more 
depressing. 


Says Gayles: "Whether defined posi- 


lively tho body, mind and spirit function- 
ing In optimum manner or negatively tho 
absence of disease, health for black 
people today is only a minor improve- 
ment over the conditions under which 30 
to SO per cent of our people died in tho 
holds of slave ships." 


Using government figures, Gayles said 


infant deaths among blacks between 1964 
and 1968 occurred at a rate roughly twice 
that of whites. 


In terms of maternal mortality, the sit- 


uation is even worse, Gayles said. Before 
World War II, black death rates from 
maternal mortality tended to be about 
double the rate of whites. "However," he 
added, "since 1955, death rates among 
black mothers run about four times those 
of white mothers." 


Health care is closely connected with 


poverty and to the persistence of racism. 


"Fastened to the holds of American 


racism and poverty," Gayles said, 
"block mothers at tho moment of con- 
ception suffer from a host of Illnesses 
which they pass on to their offspring. 


"Malnutrition is perhaps the most 


serious of these illnesses, and malnutri- 
tion has perhaps the most widespread 
damaging effects on the life of the black 
child." 


Malnutrition heightens the possibility 


of organic brain damage, retarded 
growth and learning and vulnerability to 
disease. 


"The Roman adage that a battle is 


won through tho full stomachs of its 
soldiers," Gayles suggested, "should be 
replaced with a more significant and 
relevant statement of fact: Life is won 
and learning is acquired when tho stom- 
ach is full and the body is nourished." 


The translation of that adage into so- 


cial policy could affect the health and 
lives, of thousands of children every year.

tlcal way of forcing a president to ap- 
pear in court for trial on criminal 
charges. 


Thus, as long as Nixon is president he 


has a practical immunity from criminal 
prosecution and can effectively disregard 
subpoenas from Congress or the federal 
courts in a manner that would subject 
any other citizen to a prison term for 
contempt. 


It is the opinion of Attorney General 


William Saxbc that, until Nixon is for- 
mally indicted by the House of Represen- 
tatives through a bill of Impeachment, it 
is proper for White House lawyers, paid 
for by federal tax money, to carry out 
Nixon's defense. 


In his March 6,1974, press conference, 


Nixon said that "if the attorney general 
should rule that I should pay for my own 
defense, I shall, of course, do so." 


"I should point out, however," Nixon 


said, "that I am not a defendant until the 
House passes a bill of impeachment. I 
would then be a defendant, and if the 
attorney general of the United States 
should rule that the president should pay 
for his defense, I will find somebody to 
loan me the money." 


There was laughter at Nixon's com- 


ment that he, as president, might have to 
borrow money to pay for lawyers. 


But it Is doubtful if Nixon meant it as a 


facetious remark, for he was already on 
notice that he might have a bill from the 
Internal Revenue Service for back taxes 
and penalties amounting to more than 
$450,000 and he had house mortgage pay- 
ments of more than $250,000 due in July, 
1974. 


In addition, the Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice and the General Accounting Offict> 
have suggested that Nixon might want to 
reimburse the taxpayers for more than 
$100,000 In improvements on his San Cle- 
mcnte and Key Blscnyne homes and dis- 
allowed government travel costs. 


So Nixon, who reported a net worth of 


approximately $1 million only a year 
ago, probably is giving considerable 
thought to the financial Impact of the al- 
ternatives of resignation or of toughing it 
out until the final vote in the Senate. 


There would be no advantages to an 


early resignation unless It was accom- 
panied by a congressional grant of total 
amnesty from criminal prosecution. Al- 
though Representative 
Wilbur Mills, 


D-Ark., suggested congressional action 


to give the president immunity from 
prosecution if he would resign, it met 
with a cold shoulder from other congres- 
sional leaders and from the White House. 


At the other end of the spectrum, Nix- 


on would be gambling with his $60,000- 
a-year pension and $96,000-a-year allow- 
ances If he toughs it out to a final vote in 
the Senate. 


The White House and most congres- 


sional Replblicans apparently feel that 
the House will probably vote for im- 
peachment some time In the late sum- 
mer or fall. It is recognized by friend 
and foe alike that Nixon's best hope of 
avoiding removal from office Is to rally 
and hold 34 senators against conviction. 


If would be impossible at this stage to 


predict the factors that could shift a few 
crucial votes for or against Nixon, and so 
there are no risks and every advantage 
in stalling for time while playing an all- 
out game of impeachment politics for a 
handful of crucial votes in the Senate. 


If he holds that line of 34 senators, it 


will be worth the gamble on the $60,000- 
a-ycar pension and other allowances. 


The worst that can happen to him Is 


conviction on the Impeachment resolu- 
tion, ouster from office, criminal con- 
viction and a federal prison term. His 
rights to the $15,000-a-year pension for 
his prior federal sen-ice cannot be taken 
away from him under any circum- 
stances. 


While appearing determined to tough It 


out all the way, Nixon is always free to 
plea bargain with the congressional lead- 
ership for a guarantee of immunity from 
criminal prosecution. Although Senate 
M a j o r i t y Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., House Majority Leader Thomas 
(Tip) O'Neill, D-Mass. and House Speak- 
er Carl Albert, D-Okla., have rejected 
this approach, it is impossible to say 
they will not change their positions if the 
i m p e a c h m e n t process becomes a 
seemingly endless and intolerable burden 
on the Congress and on the nation. 


Resignation and total amnesty for Nix- 


on would leave him with at least $75,000 
a year for life, in addition to office and 
secretarial allowances paid for from the 
federal treasury.

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Jucketfs bill would 
expand park boards 


All park district boards would be 


expanded to seven members, and 
terms of park commissioners would 
be reduced from six to three years 
under legislation being sought by 
State Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park 
Ridge. 


Another bill, sponsored by State 


Rep. Gcno Hoffman, R-Elmhurat, 
would cticourngo private landowners 
to open their land to public use 
through tax incentives. 


Juckctt's bills appeared generally 


to have the support of park districts 
in the Northwest suburbs,'with the 
exception of the provision making ex- 
pansion of the boards to seven mem- 
ben mandatory. Most districts now 
have five-member boards. 


Juckctt's bills passed the House 


Committee on Cities and Villages by 
a vote of 11-0 this week, but could be 
amended on the floor of the House or 
In the Senate. 


THE JUCKETT bills would also 


permit park districts to hold their 
elections on the second Saturday In 
April, to combine them with school 
district elections to cut costs and al- 


leviate voter confusion over multiple 
elections. 


Juckett pointed out that park dis- 


trict commissioners serve longer 
terms than school board members, 
who arc elected, for three years, or 
aldermen and village trustees, who 
serve four years. 


"When you combine the long terms 


with the small number of commis- 
sioners," Juckett said, "you risk the 
danger of creating a small ruling 
clique with a death grip over the tax- 
payers' money and land." 


He added, "Six-year terms dis- 


courage good people from running 
for the board and encourage empire 
building."

Most park officials appear to agree 


that the length of the term might dis- 
courage candidates. "You might 
have good people who are willing to 
serve," said Paul Derdo, director of 
the Schoumburg Park District, "but 
when they look at that six-year term, 
they get second thoughts." 


JUCKETT ALSO sold that five- 


member boards also require greater 
work by each commissioner, which 
also discourages candidates.

Gramleys have all they need. Last fall It 
cost them $125 a ton; this spring they 
paid $345 a ton on the black market.

$1,700. New it cost $300 less. Elmer's tax 
bill on some of his farmland was $11.10 
an acre In 1971. This year, he paid $16.90. 


"It's hard and you've got to try to plan 


ahead," Elmer qaid. "But we're not Gen- 
eral Mills. We can't say this year we are 
going to get a 6 per cent return on'our 
investment and make sure we get it." 


FARMING IS A business, plain and 


simple and the farmer is a businessman, 
first and above all. He farms to make 
money, not because he feels any duty to 
feed the world. Sitting around the kitchen 
table, the two farmers could have been 
any businessmen on a coffee break, ex- 
cept for their clothes, the mud on their 
shoes and the fact that during spring 
planting and fall harvest, they work from 
5 a.m. to 10 at night, often seven days a 
week. 


The' farmer must decide what crops 


will bring the most money and when to 
sell so he can get the best price. Each 
morning the Gramleys listen to the farm 
reports as religiously as the man on Chi- 
cago's LaSalle Street checks the stock 
market. The two men watch the weather 
like others watch world affairs. Each 
night they turn on Harry Volkman — the 


best weatherman In Chicago, the Gram- 
leys believe — before going to bed. And 
both men complain about the govern- 
ment interfering In their business. 
. "Those' politicians," Leon shook his 
head. "If they'd just get out of farming. 
We were doing fine with the market and 
the law of supply and demand/'. 


Leon laughs at city folk, who come out 


for a visit to the farm. They always ex- 
pect to find somebody better than them- 
selves, some kind of noble man. When 
they find out the Gramleys are just plain 
folk, they are disappointed. 


Times change and so do fanners. But 


there Is still part of the myth left. If a 
farmer is sick, disabled or for some oth- 
er good reason can't plant or harvest, 
the other farmers will bring over their 
tractors and do the job. Often in a day. 


"No one complains, no one thinks any- 


thing about it," Leon said. "It could hap- 
pen to you someday."

MARGARET GRAMLEY IS 28 years 


old, has short red hair, needs a booster 
pillow to drive a pick-up truck and 
doesn't bake her own bread. 


As her husband, Leon, says: "When 


you get a good Ralnbo bread at two or 
four bits a loaf, why bother?" 


Her kitchen is not big and she doesn't 


spend much time there. She said she pre- 
serves about as much as the suburban 
housewife, and when she doesn't want to 
use the stove she can turn on the micro- 


wave oven or the gas grill outside. As a 
young farmer's wife, she considers her- 
self pretty typical.. 


"City people tend to glorify us," she 


said. "When kids are little they sit down 
with their books and there's the picture 
of a farmer on his tractor. Their mother 
tells them he Is the man who raises the 
food they eat, that he Is somebody spe- 
cial. 


"But we are people like anyone else. 


Farmers try hard to make a good living 
for their family and want to bring their 
kids up right." 


MARGARET, WHO USED to be a town 


wife, likes life on the farm because she is 
Involved in the family business. One day, 
she may have to drive a tractor; the 
next, help harvest a field of corn. Her 
sons, 4 and 6, are more relaxed and she 
doesn't have to worry about them as 
much. Rarely do cars come speeding 
down the gravel road. And problems like 
drug abuse are not very prevalent in the 
local schools, because farm kids are usu- 
ally too busy helping out on the farm to 
have time for trouble. 


Eventually farmers sell and move on. 


Someday, the Gramleys may do it too. 
As Leon said: "When you get up to be 55 
or 60 and somebody offers you 10 times 
what you paid for the farm, it's easy to 
say why don't Ma and I give this up and 
try something else, oven if it's just sit- 
ting around down in Florida."

It's a small reality, however. At the. 


moment, there are an estimated 65,000 
homes in the United States that are sub- 
scribers to a pay,TV system. But only a . 
.year or so ago; there., were virtually. 
none, so the increase is sizable. 


And the Stanford Research Institute, in 


a recent study, has predicted that 30 per . 
cent of all American homes with tele- 
visions will be pay subscribers by 1985; 


What has given pay TV its blgRest im- 


petus is a totally new approach. Over the 
years, there have been many grandiose 


• attempts at some sort of pay TV not- 


work, Most involved sophisticated hard- 
ware and complicated billing systems. 


TODAY'S MOST popular pay TV com- 


panies do It the simple way, and tho 
simple way 'Is proving .effective. They 
"piggyback" their signal into homes that 
are equipped with cable TV, This enables 
them to Install the system inexpensively. 


This does have the disadvantage of • 


self-limiting prospective subscribers to 
those who have cable TV, or are in areas 
where cable TV is available. But there 
arc an estimated eight-million homes 
that have cable TV now, and more are 
being added each month, so the pros- 
pects are there. 


At the moment, the two biggest pay TV 


companies are both located in southern 
California-Optical Systems, which oper- 
ate pay TV systems in San Diego and 
Santa Barbara, Calif., Toledo, Ohio, Har- 
risburg and Easton, Pa., Wayne, N.J., 
and will soon open up in the Davenport- 
Moline-Rock Island area; and Theta 
Cable, which works the Los Angeles 
area. 


Theta Cable began operations in Los 


Angeles in April, and signed up 6,600 sub- 
scribers In Its first five weeks. That rep- 
resents roughly 10 per cent of all the pay 
TV subscribers in the United States, 
showing what- can happen when the idea 
hits a major metropolitan area. 


BOTH THETA AND Optical limit their 


programming to movies, so far. They 
each show two movies a night, one at 
seven and one at nine, and change tho 
program every week.

New PBS plan lets stations pick shows 


NEW YORK - Tho Public Broad- 


casting Service has embarked upon a 
unique approach for program selection 
and funding that resembles a housewife 
shopping for groceries. . 


Tho plan-station program cooperative 


— allows the nation's 153 licensed public 
television stations to select and pay for 
those programs they wish to broadcast 
next season. 


Under tho project, the stations were of- 


fered ISO programs to bid on In a scries 
of elimination rounds. So for 11 pro- 
grams have been selected, with another 
39 to bo voted on In tho final round 
Wednesday. 


"Sesamo Street is tho No. 1 show," 


said Hartford Gunn, PBS president. "It 
received 145 votes. 'Washington Week in 
Review' was second." 


GUNN PROPOSED this unprecedented 


plan two years ago and PBS approved it 
last April on a ono year trial basis. 


"Wo decided on this approach for three 


reasons," Gunn said. "First wo realized 
that since tho Ford Foundation was scal- 
ing down Its support for public television 
wo had to find other means of funding. 
Wo looked at a number of alternatives 
and tho ono group with tho greatest In- 
terest was tho stations themselves. 


"Secondly, tho stations wanted a high- 


er degree of control on national program- 
Ing, which mokes up so much of their 
schedule. 


"THIRDLY, THIS SYSTEM gives US a 


greater independence from attempts at 
possible government manipulation. You 
con try to control somo of tho stations, 
but you can't control all of them." 


GUNN SAID THE local stations will 


receive their funds from voluntary con- 
tributions from viewers, and from local 
taxes, state appropriations and federal 
moneys. 


Television in review

Ho said that during the first year the

al's president, Geoffrey Nathanson — re- 
stricting access to' movie inventories. 
The rule requires pay TV to pick up a 
picture, providing the producer makes It 
available for TV showing that early, 
within the first two years after its re- 
lease or wait until it Is a ripe 10 years 
old. During the eight years between, a 
movie is off limits to pay TV, although 


not to the "free" networks and Indepen- 
dents. 
.They are now trying to get that rule 
changed, but they are being bitterly op- 
posed by theater owners and the Nation- 
al Assn. of Broadcasters. 


The movie producers are all for pay 


TV, feeling that it is another potential 
source of revenue. And, theoretically, If 


and when there are sufficient sub- 
scribers, there could be production ex- 
clusively for pay TV use. 


THE EXISTING FREE television net- 


works are keeping a wary and worried' 
eye on the progress of pay TV. Everett 
II. Erllck, an ABC vice-president, told 
that network's affiliates at a recent 
meeting that "this game (the pay-free 
TV contest)... could drastically change 
this business as we know it today." 


And there is little doubt that it could. If 


tho Stanford Research Institute forecast 
to anywhere near correct, pay TV could 
conceivably be a tremendous force In the 
entertainment industry within a few 
years. 


At the moment, subscribers (they pay 


somowluirc around $6 to $8 a month for 
cable, another $6 to $8 for programming) 
get nothing but movies. For a family, 
however, this could be a'good buy. 


THEY SEE SOME eight films a 


month. These arc generally good ones, 
fairly recent releases. They do not get to 
see blockbusters because studios keep 
those beyond that two-year FCC limit. 


The pay TV networks do no editing and 


show no commercials. Thus, they will not 
use X-rated films, but do show many 
R-movics. A family .that enjoys movies 
finds pay TV a bargain. 


The jury Is still out on whether pay TV 


will create any programming. Jack 
M a n n , Theta's marketing 
director, 


doubts that will happen, at least not for 
some years. But Nathanson, of Optical, 
is more optimistic. 


"I don't think we'll produce our own 


dramatic things," he says, "but I believe 
we have a future In self-help program- 
ming. We're planning to telecast lessons 
in guitar playing, speed reading, improv- 
ing your memory, that sort of thing. You 
see, they'd be more profitable — we 
could use them over and over for ten 
years at least. With dramatic things, 
playing them once or twice is all." 


The pay-TV people believe that they 


can live in peace with free TV, because 
they plan to add rather than compete in 
the programming area. 


If you live in an area served by a cable 


TV company, sooner or later somebody 
will be around to add pay TV to that 
service. You may then become part of 
the next big force in the entertainment 
business.

But, she said, "they are only temporary 
and no one should overly depend on 
them." Along the same lines, she empha- 
sized that most of the products labeled 
"organic" have no specific advantages, 
they're based on emotional appeal. 


The American Medical Association's 


Committee on Cutaneous Health and Cos- 
metics warns against chemical or me- 
chanical products claiming "super clean- 
ing" or "deep down cleansing." "These 
methods should be viewed with skepti- 
cism since cleansing doesn't go below the 
surface of the skin," they said. The com- 
mittee also reported that nothing can 
change the size of enlarged pores or pre- 
vent more. 


"DIET IS MOST important to good 


skin. Mrs. Lyster recommends avoiding 
fned food and eating as many fruits and 


vegetables as possible. "A special diet 
isn't necessary. Most of the foods that 
are beneficial to the rest of the body are 
good for the skin also, and drink lots o! 
water," she said. 


A tan has become a status symbol over 


the years. Albert Khngman, professor of 
dermatology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania is studying the effects of the sun 
on skin. "With sunlight there is a 20 year 
lag between what you see and what the 
actual damage is," he said. Sunlight is a 
menace and should be regarded as such. 
He urges using a sunscreen all year 
round, adding that incorporating a sun- 
screen into makeup would make a lot of 
sense.

My sec- 
ond question Is, Can tho second wife 
settle everything In a legal way If she 
went right after her husband's death to a 
lawyer? 


My husband was married before and 


has several children ho Is supporting. We 
have three children. Wo bought a home 
In both our names, so Is the car, savings 
and checking account He has life Insur- 
ance with my name and surviving chil- 
dren as benefactors. 


If ho dies without a will, do our chil- 


dren and I have any legal rights to oil of 
our assets? Do I have to worry about hii 
former wife and children having rights 
too?.. .It worries mo a lot. All I care is 
about my children's future and I want 
them to have everything in a case like 
this.

Dear E.C.L. 
I feel that you are apologizing for 


wanting to plan ahead. Actually, it is a 


very wise move, and has nothing to do 
with weakening u marriage but rather, 
puts It on a firmer basis. 


Under the law, marriage Is a contract. 


Even religious ceremonies treat it as 
such. True, marriage should be based on 
love and trust, but we live In a practical 
world where certain situations must be 
acknowledged and provided for. One, of 
course, is for our children's future, as 
well as our own. That goes for all chil- 
dren. Your husband's by his former mar- 
riage as well as your young family. Tho 
law takes this Into consideration assum- 
ing that If the father wanted to keep one 
or some of his children from receiving 
his assets, lie would have drawn up a 
will and sold so in It. 


• Therefore, If your husband dies with-, 


out a will, you would receive one third of 
his estate and all the children (Including 
those by a former marriage) would re- 
ceive two-thirds. His ex-wife gets noth- 
ing. 


• Your joint tenancy property would 


go to you. There seems to be no problem 
then about who gets your house. 


• The insurance policy seems to be OK 


too. Tho savings and checking account 


might need a little looking Into. Legally 
speaking, they are not true joint ac- 
counts even if In both your names. Look 
to see if the words "with right of surviv- 
ing spouse" ore mentioned in your bank 
accounts (or words to that effect.) 


• Usually an automobile is held in one 


name or the other. If your husband, and 
you have tho title as co-owners each of 
you own half. In the event of his death, 
you would be entitled to your half plus a 
third of his half (unless otherwise pro- 
vided). 


• You stated In your letter (which I 


had to condense) that you were not Inter- 
ested in a career so I have to assume 
that you have no property or income of 
your own. In a way that poses a problem 
slnco you wish to provide for your chil- 
dren opart from his, and apparently he 
does not wish to make a will or In any 
way favor one child over another. It 
would then be up to you to find a way of 
putting some money aside for your chil- 
dren. Under the circumstances of your 
husband's having to support two sets of 
children, plus alimony, I doubt If you'd 
be able to save anything from what he 
earns and gives to you. 


I KNOW your children are small and 


seeking employment is out of the ques- 
tion for you now. However, why not try 
to learn something at home or evening 
school where you might later on, when 
they are in school, earn some money that 
you can set aside In a bank account for 
them? There are many successful wom- 
en who started out that way. 


This would help to give you a feeling of 


security you lack now and are not able to 
get. Planning ahead might also change 
your whole outlook and bring about a 
brighter, successful future. It might also 
relieve your husband of having to make 
decisions that might cause him unhappi- 
ness and bring strain to your marriage 
relationship. Why not think over my sug- 
gestion instead of dwelling on what, for 
the present at least, you do not seem 
able to change?

Stripes, perhaps the Indian petition 
spurred Congress to action on a matter 
that had already been under consid- 
eration for some time. At any rate, it 
wns just 11 days later that the now-fam- 
ed Flag Resolution was enacted: "Re- 
solved That the Flag of the United States 
be 13 stripes alternate red and white, 
that the Union be 13 stars white in a blue 
field representing a new constellation." 


That brief sentence, the "birth certifi- 


cate" of our flag, was written into the 
record June 14, 1777. And that day the 
Continental Congress adopted the official 
flag of these United States is the day we 
now observe as Flag Day. 


FLAG .DAY was first officially ob- 


served in 1877, when Congress requested 
all public buildings to fly the flag on 
June 14. However, It was not until 1916 
that President Woodrow Wilson issued 
the proclamation that established Flag 
Day as an annual national celebration. 


Flag Day today is not the big holiday it 


used to be, though it is still observed in 
many communities. However, there Is an 
increased interest in the flag itself as we 
get ready to observe the nation's 200th 
birthday. 


That's why you might want to check 


your library for the Mastai book men- 
tioncd above, which is sub-titled "The 
American Flag as Art and as History 
from the Birth of the Republic to the 
Present." Published by Alfred A. Knopf. 
In 1973, this handsome book features hun- 
dreds of color photographs tracing the 
development of the flag's design from 
the first "rebellious stripes" (originally 
there were no stars), conceived in Revo- 
lutionary fervor, to "the standardized 
precision of our current fifty-star flag." 


MOST OF THE pre-machine-era flags 


were hand-spun, hand-dyed, handwoven, 
and hand-sewn, as well as individually 
designed. 


Many of those early flags were stitched 


ad lib, so to speak, by brilliantly in- 
ventive "ordinary" American women. As 
the writers of The Stars and The Stripes 
say, "Like the masterpieces of quilting 
and other American primitive arts, the 
old handmade flags (before the age of 


mass production and flag laws) display 
an amazing freedom of color and design, 
reflecting their unknown makers' feel- 
ings and creativity." 


The Mastai book has little to say on the 


Betsy Ross legend, except to note, "Con- 
trary to still widely held belief, the flag 
of the United States did not spring full- 
blown into existence, the brainchild of an 
inspired seamstress in Philadelphia." 
The authors note elsewhere that the leg- 
end of Betsy Ross as midwife for the 
Stars and Stripes has been "completely 
discredited by historians." 


11ETSY ROSS was real enough. Born in 


1752, she died in 1836 at the age of 84. 
According to legend, she was visited in 
1776 or 1777 by George Washington and 
other members of a secret committee of 
the Continental Congress authorized to 
design a flog for the nation-to-be. She is 
said to have suggested that the six-point- 
ed stars in the original rough sketch be 
replaced by five-pointed stars, demon- 
strating on the spot the case with which 
a five-pointed star could be cut with a 
single snip of the scissors. 


Her grandson first told the charming 


story in a paper read before the Histori- 
cal Society of Pennsylvania in March of. 
1870. It gained wide circulation in maga- 
zines and textbooks, helped along consid- 
erably by the famous Charles H. Wels- 
bcrger painting, "Birth of Our Nation's 
Flag," which shows Betsy Ross dis- 
playing a finished Stars and Stripes to 
her callers. 


According to historians, however, there 


is little real evidence to support the Bet- 
sy Ross story. She did work with her 
first husband In an upholstery business, 
and as his widow continued to work with 
her needle and supplemented her income 
by making flags for the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Whoever designed It, however, our flag 


docs have a fascinating story to tell. A 
look at The Stars and The Stripes will 
give you not only a new appreciation of 
its history, but also a new insight into the 
Stars and Stripes as an art form and 
treasure of Americana In which vrc can 
all feel an affectionate pride.

Rudolph, In their new book, Allergies. 


Bouts of sneezing may precede tho 


blocking, they note. 


"NASAL OBSTnUCTION Is frequently 


the moat distressing symptom of per- 
ennial allergic rhinitis," they write, 
"since It Is frequently associated with 
mouth-breathing and tho uncomfortable 
feelings of tho mouth and throat caused 
by excessive dryncss. 


"It Is made worse often by exposure to 


fumes, dtuts, changes in barometric 
pressure, temperature and humidity." 


Other sources point out that an nntl- 


hlstamlne nasal spray such as NTZ may 
bo extremely valuable In relieving the 
symptoms of cold-Uke diseases caused by 
allergens. Symptoms of allergic rhinitis 
respond satisfactorily to treatment with 
anllhlstamincs, while those of tho com- 
mon cold Itself do not. 


If tho nasal allergy Is not handled ade- 


quately, the sinuses may become In- 
volved. This occurs because of tho swell- 
ing In the nose. 


A study of tho nasal secretions by tho 


doctor will help reveal the degree of al- 
lergy present. These and other studies 
are aimed at finding tho responsible al- 
lergens and removing them, or adminis- 
tering Injections to decrease the patient's 
sensitivity to them.

fected by the framing of the face with 
the natural hairline. Some techniques do 
very little to disturb the natural hairline. 
In a woman, the scars can be easily hid- 
den by tho hair style. It can be done just 
as well for men with the current longer 
hair style. 


IN GENERAL, though, if you are will- 


Ing to accept some small changes in ap- 
pearance and don't expect to have a 
completely youthful face, tho results are 
usually quite good. I am a bit concerned, 
though, about your description of "per- 
fect." 


There is commonly residual swelling of 


the face, but tills is temporary. You can 
often have ths procedure done with just 
an overnight stay or a day in the hospi- 


tal. You will need to be available, 
though, for the doctor to see you regu- 
larly, usually for about two weeks. It 
doesn't make any difference what time 
of year you have the procedure done. 


Ask your doctor for a referral. If you 


don't want to ask him then call the coun- 
ty medical society and ask them to rec- 
ommend a good plastic surgeon who spe- 
cializes in cosmetic surgery. If you live 
in a small community, you can write the 
state medical society in your state capi- 
tal or write to the nearest medical uni- 
versity. Address your letter to the chair- 
man cf the department of plastic sur- 
gery. 


Before surgery you must talk the mat- 


ter over carefully with the surgeon. Be 
sure what his technique is and how much 
it -costs. I think this pre-operativc con- 
sultation is absolutely essential for cos- 
metic surgery. No good surgeon will op- 
erate en you without it. He will wz,nt to 
be sure you arc not expecting too much 
and are really a good candidate for the 
surgery.

Balloons blossom from Eagle's Nest 


Up, Up and away. (Photos by Rick Bamman)

I was lining up a double-bogey putt at 


Thunderblrd Country Club at 6:30 a.m. 
when I spotted the multi-colored uniden- 
tified flying object bobbing on the west 
horizon. 


As it surfaced above a grove of trees, 


our entire foursome became mesmerized 
by the unnihibited beauty and grace of.. 
. a balloon! 


"Balloons are becoming very popular," 


Palatine pilot Wayne Shaw said. "I think 
It's partially an offshoot of the nostalgia 
kick and partially because,balloons have 
undergone tremendous development to 
the point that they are very sophisticated 
and safe." 


The injection of enthusiasm in this im- 


mediate area has been the creation of 
Eagle's Nest Balloon Port in Fox River 
Grove. 


The combined efforts of seven Chicago- 


land balloonlsts, Eagle's Nest is the first 
state-approved port, the first in the mid- 
west and one of few in the country. 


On property leased from the Norge Ski 


Club, Eagle's Nest offers permanent 
launch sites, all of which arc protected 
from the winds by surrounding steep 
hills and trees. 


Available to the balloonists arc pro- 


pane supplies, storage space and a 
"ready, room" complete with the latest 
Federal Aviation Agency and weather in- 
formation. There are balloon sales, flight 
school, parts, accessories and souvenirs. 


"It's really a unique adventure," Shaw 


explained. "Everyone in this day and 
age jumps Into a cor and knows he'll be 
going from point A to point B in 'X* 
amount of lime. 


"But in a balloon, you don't know 


where you're going and how long it will 
take. You just forget everything. I sup- 
pose in a sense, it Is a form of escape." 


Shaw, a former Marine Corps helicop- 


tcr pilot, initially became attracted to 
the sport after viewing a television spe-

cial on a late-night talk show six years 
ago. 


Four years later, Wayne and-partner 


Jerry Kinkade invested in a balloon but 
immediately were grounded by the lack 
of both launching and landing facilities. 


"We'd get up early in the morning and 


try to find a friendly farmer who would 
agree to let us use his fields," Show re- 
membered. "We finally found a guy In 
Harrington who permitted the use of his 
front lawn. 


"We tried to keep the location quiet, 


but before long, there were 25 cars turn- 
ing out in his driveway to watch us 
launch the balloon. It got so crowded 
that our chase cars couldn't get out to 
run us down when we landed. 


"The balloon port accomplishes all of 


our needs. The general public can come 
out and watch us without Interfering in 
our operation. We're happy to answer 
questions and exchange ideas." 


Shaw and Kinkade are co-owners of the 


Eagle II balloon and share the ownership 
of a second craft — the Magnificent Rati- 
teur (Wingless Wonder). 


An aeronautical version of the sailboat, 


climactic conditions dictate the frugal 
success of the balloon. 


"The main thing that would stop us 


from flying would bo the wind," Shaw 
explained. "Anything over 10 to 15 miles 
per hour would probably keep us on the 
ground. 


"For one thing, it's hard to Inflate a 


balloon when it's that windy. It also 
hampers your land ing when 
youRe moving that fast. That's why we 
usually go up early in the morning or 
late in the evening. We don't do any fly- 
ing at night right now." 


The best season for flying? 
"Actually, the conditions are best in 


the winter," Shaw surprisingly admitted. 
"In regulating either the ascent or de- 
scent of the balloon, the deciding factor 
is the air temperature inside the balloon 
as compared to the temperature outside. 


Bass tourney

The "hawg" machines are beginning to 


roll in at Kentucky Lake — bass boats 
equipped with the latest in electronic 
fishing gear and high powered outboards 
capable of reaching speeds near 60 miles 
per hour. 


More than 200 bass fishermen — top 


anglers from all parts of the country — 
arc expected to gather here today when 
partners will be drawn for Thursday's 
and Friday's $20,000 Kentucky Lake Na- 
tional bass tournament, being sponsored 
by the Illinois-based Bass Casters Associ- 
ation. 


Contestants will be competing for a 


first place purse of at least $5,000 in 
cash, the largest payoff this year on the 
BCA tournament circuit. 


Those placing in the top 10 can expect 


to receive $1,000 cash or more, and the 
contestant boating the biggest bass of the 
tourney will earn a new boat and trailer. 


Dr. Charles Moorhead, who won lost 


year's Kentucky Lake Invitational and a 
previous BCA tournament at nearby 
Barkley Lake, is one of the favorites in 
the event. 


Joe Verbeck of Belleville, HI., who was 


edged out by Moorclicad for the title lost 
year, and Jerry Crowell of O'Fallon, 111., 
who has been hot on the tournament cir- 
cuit this year, also are favorites for the 
top slot. 


The winner of the tournament will be

"In summer, we have to heat the air at 


a ranch higher temperature — some- 
times as high as 225 degrees. But In the 
winter, the balloon will respond at much 
lower temperatures. 


"There's virtually no wind-chill factor 


in the gondola (the basket which will 
hold a maximum of four people) because 
the balloon moves with the wind. 


"You also get some feedback from the 


4,000,000-BTU burners overhead. We 
wear snowmobile suits, so it's always 
warmer in the balloon than on the 
ground." 


Like most other curious onlookers, one 


of my first questions concerned the haz- 
ards of piloting a balloon. 


Shaw fielded the query flawlessly ... 


perhaps from monotony. 


"Tho balloon itself is about as large as 


a seven-story building and is made from 
a nylon material that Is reinforced with a 
screen-like mesh. 


"If it starts to tear, the mesh will stop 


It from spreading. The nylon is flame re- 
sistant. If the burners hit the fabric, it 
won't support combustion. 


"As far as tears are concerned, the 


little ones cause the loss of hot air from 
inside the balloon, but that just involves 
pumping a little more in. For the big 
ones, we can stay in the air with a hole 
10-feet wide in the side." 


All balloons must pass a yearly in- 


spection by the Illinois State Board of 
Aeronautics to insure safety precautions. 


Ballooning is economical from a flight 


'standpoint, costing as little as slx-to- 
clght dollars per hour. That's of course, 
once you have a balloon. 


The normal procedure for investing in 


ballooning is to tackle the venture 
jointly. The approximate $7,000 price tag 
is vastly more practical when scattered 
among a club with seven or eight mem- 
bers. 


Besides, the loading and unloading of 


the balloon from its trailer requires the 
strength of at least four men. When def- 
lated and packaged, the craft weighs 
about 450 pounds. 


And if you're still not sold on flying in 


a balloon, the only way to appreciate

the serenity, intrigue and devil-may-care 
characteristics is to try it first hand. 


Eagle's Nest provides rides for $75 


each and is developing flight school and 
lessons for $800. Balloon pilots must pass 
a written examination, complete eight In- 
structional flights, pass a solo run and a 
flight at S.OOO feet. 


Then you'll be qualified to ask the

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Warm-water discharge provides hot fishing 


Everybody wont bananas over tho 


large number of fish that contestants In 
tho Wnukcgan Coho 74 Derby turned in. 
And although tho biggest fish in each of 
tho species that claimed grand prizes we- 
ren't taken there, some of tho best fish- 
Ing these days on Lake Michigan Is right 
off the shoreline at Urn Commonwealth 
Edison plant north of tho harbor. 


Once called "thermal pollution" by 


non-scientific spokesmen, some of whom 
often seemed to be rooting for a return to 
K*» lights, the warm water that flows 
from the generating plant Into the lake 
has h«rn a bonanza fishing spot for an* 
glen who knew about It. 
' 


Until tho coho and clilnook salmon 


were stocked In the lake and created new 
Interest In shoreline fishing, Edison offi- 
cials had zealously, If not always suc- 
cessfully, prohibited fishing on their 
property. 


There were, nevertheless, a large cult 


of fishermen who know how to sneak 
around the fencing on the property. With 
one eye on tho guardhouse and one on 
tho water, wo regularly took German 
brown trout and stcolhcads out of tho 
channel In tho spring. 


Eventually, though, Edison decided to 


join the fun and they not only opened up 
the area for flihlng, they even built a 
bridge that extends from adjacent park 


property, across the warm water dis- 
charge channel and connected It to a 
huge breakwater that juts well Into the 
lake. So what has been, for years, the 
best spot for shoreline fishing on Lake 
Michigan, Is now entirely legal. 


Not the least of tho values of fishing 


this area Is the fact that tho least expert 
angler can compete with the "All-Pro." 
Unlike the deeper water, whore the game 
fish arc almost exclusively attracted by 
expensive, sophisticated deep-running 
lures with herring dodgers running 
ahead, the shoreline fishermen can take 
coho and trout on a bobber-rig with a 
night crawler swinging below it. 


There are two areas worth fishing 


here. Tho full length of the huge break- 
water gives you access to both the nor- 
mal lake water and the moving water in 
tho Intake channel. Casting is the best 
way to fish the cast, or lake side. 


On the west, intake side, the most pro- 


ductive method is to fish a night crawler. 
Work it with a light weight, so it won't 
hit the bottom, or just dangle It under a 
medium sized bobber. 


Some fishermen also still use the origi- 


nal night crawler rig — the one with the 
linked hooks and tho head splnnef. 
Baited with a live night crawler, you 
cast Into the moving water and retrieve 
slowly. At this time of year, you can take

coho in the two-to-five pound range. And 
until the water temperature exceeds 60 
degrees, you can even turn up an'occa- 
sional perch or steel head trout. . 


The favorite place for the better 


equipped, or more expert fishermen, 
however, Is in the discharge channel 
where the water from the generating 
plant — having made the complete route 
through the machinery, cooling turbines 
In its passing — flows swiftly to the lake. 


It is like a fast running river, except 


that it Is anywhere from three to eight 
degrees warmer than the normal lake 
water. It is this extra warmth that 
makes the good fishing. 


Experienced river fishermen know how 


to fish the discharge channel. Amost any- 
thing that works in a "natural" stream 
or river works here. 


The most popular rig is one the local 


fishermen have begun calling the "Edi- 
son Channel Rig." It isn't an original, 
but It's effective. 


You tie a pinkie jig direct to the line — 


no swivel..About 12 to 14 inches below 
the jig, tlo on a fairly large Silver Doctor 
or Redeye sppon with a swivel. If you 
wish, you can bait the jig with a minnow 
or piece of worm, but It usually-Isn't nec- 
essary. 


With the heavy spoon at the end of the 


line, you can cast the rig well upstream. 
The current carries it toward the mouth 
of the channel. Fish are often picked up 
as the rig tumbles a few feet off the bot- 
tom. 


It Is most effective, however, when it 


reaches the end of the line you expended 
in the cast. Just hang on and let the out- 


fit dance and bounce in the moving wa- 
ter. 


To a fish, It looks like another fish (the 


silver spoon), .preparing to feed on a 
freshwater shrimp or minnow (the pinkie 
jig). It works. 


The channel produces more German 


brown trout than it does steelhead or 
coho although in the early months, until 
late June, both the latter are also taken 
here. 


From mid-March until late October, 


German brown trout lurk in the channel 
and on the outer edge of the flowing wa- 
tcr. They are taken in the channel-with 
"the rig." To catch them on the edges of 
the moving water at the mouth of the 
channel, use a Little Clco and let it ride 
from the middle of the current and drift 
off into the quiet water at the mouth of 
the channel. 


If the Little Cleo Isn't producing by it- 


self, switch to a simple Colorado spinner- 
type lure baited with a night crawler. 
Just pierce the worm once, through the 
large end and let it stream full length 
behind the spinner. 


• Perhaps I am particularly hooked on 
the channel because it Is also an ex- 
cellent place to exercise a fly rod. Use a 
muddler minnow or streamer fly. Cast 
well upstream and let the fly drift down 
the opposite shoreline. As It reaches a 
point about; 45 degrees from you, mend 
line with a sharp lift of the rod tip to 
start it 
swimming cross-current. A 


brown trout, lying id the water facing 
upstream, waiting for food, can't resist 
It. 


In one afternoon last week, I used ex- 


actly this method and took three browns, 
among them, fish of two-and-a-half and 
four-and-a-half pounds, in less than two 
hours. At the same time, an elderly 
couple using night crawlers and bobbers, 
caught one brown, about two pounds, and 
three carp. The largest had to be eight 
pounds! 


It's a great place for a family fishing 


outing and it's free.- Once you're in 
\Vaukcgan, drive toward the lake until 
you find Sheridan road. Take Sheridan 
road north to Greenwood. Turn right, to- 
ward the lake, and follow Greenwood all 
the way to the shoreline, where there Is 
plenty of parking. 


Just be sure you have a current Illinois 


fishing license, because there have been 
numerous, expensive citations issued by 
Conservation agents in the past two 
weeks to those without a license.

Village officials 
tentatively OK 


million budget

Buffalo Grove officials gave tentative 


approval to the 1074-75 fiscal year budget 
thnt calls for expenditures of about $3.1 
million and an average increase of 10.2 
per cent for village employes. 


The budget is not expected to necessi- 


tate an 'Increase in village taxes, accord- 
ing to officials. 


The village board, by a 4-1 margin, 


Monday nlyht directed Village Mgr. Dan- 
iel Larson to prepare the budget in its 
final form. The final vote will be taken 
within the next several weeks. 


Before the vote was taken, board mem* 


bcrs agreed to cut budget expenditures 
by an additional $99,000 to assure the vil- 
lage Is able to meet operating expenses 
In the fiscal year. In recent weeks a 
number of other expenses were trimmed 
from the budget. 


THE CUTBACKS were necessary be- 


cause of a shortage of cash In the village 
general fund. The shortage is due in part 
to a delay In receiving property taxes 
from the Lake County section of the vil- 
lage. 


Lake County tax money has been de- 


layed because of a dispute there con- 
cerning homo assessment practices. The 
village will not get any Lake County tax 
money until at least late September and 
may not get any this year, county offi- 
cials said. 


The delay in receiving funds may 


cause the village to sell tax anticipation 
warrants to pay Its bills. The warrants 
are essentially loans taken out by a mu- 
nlcipallty until tax money arrives. 


The village staff projected that without 


the cuts approved Monday night, the vil- 
lage still would have had a $16,000 sur- 
plus at the end of tho fiscal year. Board 
members, however, sold they favored 
cutting revenue still further In cose reve- 
nue Is lower than expected. 


THE BOARD REJECTED a proposal 


by Trustee Clarice Rcch, calling for a 1 
per cent decrease In proposed pay raises 
for municipal employes. Tho measure 
would have lowered increases to an aver- 
ago of 9.2 per cent. 


Mrs. Rech said tho raises should be 


decreased to bring them more In lino 
with recurring village revenue. The 
smaller pay raises would have saved the

"We maintain that is a legitimate reason 
for an executive session and will contin- 
ue to do so. 


"Yeah, the law states that the press

Trustees Thomas Mahoney and James 


Shirley, who also attended the meeting, 
said they also feel tho press should have 
been notified, but don't know why they 
were not.

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1,000 tax loss forces 


schools to weigh deficit

The loss o.f nearly $100,000 in antici- 


pated local' tax revenue has forced 
School Dist. 96 to draw up a deficit tenta- 
tive budget for the 1974-75 school year. 


The large reduction in tax monies to 


the district, which serves the Lake Coun- 
ty section of Buffalo Grove and Long 
Grove, is the result of an effort to equal- 
ize property assessments. 


In an attempt to bring Lake County 


property assessments more in line with 
surrounding counties, the Lake County 
Board of Review this year decided to as- 
sess at 1972 levels. The lowered assess- 
ments have had a profound effect on rev- 
enue to all taxing bodies, costing School 
Dist. 96 between $90,000 and $100,000. 


THE READJUSTMENT in assessment 


procedures will also cause a delay in get- 
ting out tax bills that could be stretched 
out by lawsuits. 


State's Atty. Jack Hoogasian of Lake 


County has filed a suit asking that the 
Illinois Department of Local Government 
Affaire be prevented from adding a mul- 
tiplier to the lowered assessments that 
would Increase revenue to taxing bodies. 


Dist. 96 is supporting a counter suit 


filed by Highland Park-Deerfield High 
School Dist. 113 calling for the multiplier. 
A second hearing on the matter was 
scheduled to be conducted Tuesday in a 
Waukegan court. 


Dist. 96 officials have prepared for the 


worst by devising a budget based on the 
assumption that the lowered assessments

Dist. 06 is joining other school districts in the state In urg- 


ing the Illinois General Assembly to provide full funding for 
the 1974-73 program of state aid to schools. 


Gov. Walker's fiscal 1975 budget is $70 million short of the 


amount scheduled to bo provided to schools according to the 
now Illinois school support law. 


School officials arc asking the legislature to pass legislation 


to make up the deficit. 


A resolution adopted by the school board Monday night 


states that if the deficit is not corrected, "educational pro- 
grams will bo severely curtailed and it will be necessary to 
raise local taxes to prevent cutbacks In programs and person- 
nel."

"Personally, I haven't found anyone 


that is really In favor of this plan as It 
has been presented," Potter added. 


THE CIIAMIIKH OK Commerce con- 


tends that the planted, raised median 
will do the following: 


• Decrease access to local businesses. 
• Present a traffic hazard. 
• Restrict business activity and devel- 


opment along the road. 


• Poso a potential maintenance prob- 


lem for the village. 


• Decrease business volume and result 


In a major reduction In state and mu- 
nicipal revenue obtained through sales 
tax. 


Local businessmen have complained 


the trees will shield their businesses 
from passing motorists and the high 
curbs and limited access will divert po- 
tential customers to other shopping 
areas. They also contend the barrier me- 
dian and tall trees would be dangerous. 


The plan would have numerous planted 


Islands from Trace Drive to Cambridge 
Drive. The trees and grass would bo 
within a raised barrier to prevent cars 
from driving over them. 


Throughout I ho planted strip there 


would bo openings whore motorists could 
turn left into shopping areas. Many of 
the businessmen, however, feel there arc 
not enough openings. They favor a mount- 
able median where motorists could turn 
left throughout the two-mile strip. 


The plan, prepared by the State of Illi- 


nois at the request of the village, pro- 
vides 23 openings for cars to turn Into 
businesses. On tho average there is an 
opening every 420 feet. 


THE PLAN THAT was to be followed 


prior to the village's request called for 
the mountablc median throughout, with 
no plantings. A number of village offi- 
cials feel tho plantings will make tho 
road more attractive. 


Before tho plan becomes a reality It 


must be approved by tho state, federal 
government nnd village. Slate officials 


said tho plan probably will not be ap- 
proved unless a near unanimous number 
of businesses approve it. 


The village board will meet with local 


businessmen Thursday night in an at- 
tempt to resolve some of the problems 
with the proposed bcauU/icatlon plan. 


If the plan is approved, work would 


start after widening and rcpoving of 
Dundee Road is completed.

214 ivrapup 
Drug-use policy 
may be revised 


The High School Dlst. 214 board will act on a revision In the 


district's policy on drug use at its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a proposed policy Monday which, if, 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse coses In the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review council, according to Supt. Edward Gil-1 


bcrt, will provide an Interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an individual school In a drug case and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student. 


According to the proposal, a student in possession, selling 


or under the influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could then bo referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
bo made up of a board member and district administrators. 


THE COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according.to Gilbert, or It could refer the case to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must be conducted by the board by law. 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal. Board member Gene Artcmenko said he had In- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that if we left this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and Information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." 


The board's present policy is that a student caught In pos- 


session of drugs In school Is suspended and his parents called 
In for a conference. If a student Is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, he Is automatically referred to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, docs not provide the district with 
enough flexibility in discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
the new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for 
profit," probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action. 


The board has expelled 13 students for distribution or sale 


of drug this school year. 


Administrators' pay hiked 


The board voted Monday to approve raises for the 111 ad- 


ministrators in High School District 214. Two board members 
voted against the raise to protest the fact that the board had 
limited raises to an average of 8 per cent. 


Board members Gene Artcmenko and Warren Schablnger 


voted against the raises proposed for individual administrators 
by Supt. Edward Gilbert because, according to Artcmenko, "I 
feel we're taking advantage of administrators as a group." 


At a mcctng last month, the board set aside a fund of 


$196,076 for administrative raises, enough for an average 
eight per cent Increase. In addition, the board told Gilbert 
that no Individual administrator could receive more than a IS 
per cent raise. 


ARTEMENKO AND SCHABINGER voted against the ac- 


tion last month also, arguing that teachers returning to the 
district receive a 10.6 per cent raise under the second year of 
a three-year salary contract. 


Raises for the HI administrators arc determined by merit 


evaluations by Gilbert. Raises adopted by a Monday's 4-2 vote 
Included on increase from $29,800 to $32,100 for Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for instruction, and Rob- 
ert Weber, assistant superintendent for business services. 


Principal's raises are: from $29,200 to $31,400 for Roland 


Coins, principal at Horsey High School; $28,500 to $30,600 for 
Robert Haskcll, principal of Elk Grove High School; $28,300 to 
$30,500 for Robert Hocso, principal of Rolling Meadows High 
School; $26,500 to $29,000 for Jack Martin, principal of Forest 
View High School; $27,300 to $29,500 for Clarence Miller, prin- 
cipal of Buffalo Grove High School; $29,500 to $31,600 for 
Thomas Shirley, principal of Wheeling High School, $27,300 to 
$29,500 for Edward Spncapnn, principal of Prospect High 
School and $20,600 to $31,600 for Bruno Waara, principal of 
Arlington High School. 


New state aid formula 


The High School Dlst. 214 board has decided to use a new 


state school aid formula which will result in an increase In 
state money and a drop In the district's tax rate during the 
next five years. 


The board approved filing its state aid claim for the 1974-75 


school year under the new resource equalizer formula. The 
formula means tho state's contribution to Dlst. 214 operating 
funds will Increase from $6,040,223 during the past year to 
$13,477,874 by 1977-78, according to Asst. Supt. Robert Weber. 


At tho same time, beginning with this year's tax levy tho 


district will lower Its operating tax rate to the level required 
under tho resource equalizer. 


Tho district will have tho choice of how low to set its tax 


rate before it approves its 1974 tax levy later this year, ac- 
cording to Wcbcr. However low tho district agrees to make 
its tax rate, tho roll-back will be phased in as state old pay- 
ments increase.

"We had to cut 
It which means we'll just have to do 
without a lot of things." 


THE DISTRICT has set expenditures 


for next year in the tentative budget at 
$1,851,756 as compared to last year's esti- 
mated total cash outlay of $2,258,989. 


The biggest cuts in the proposed budg- 


et arc in the education fund and will af- 
fect purchase of textbooks, paper and 
other classroom materials, Hitzeman 
said. 


"With the cut in the funds available 


and the increased cost of materials, I 
suspect we could be In a bind In this 
area," Hitzeman predicted, adding that 
paper could be the most difficult item to 
supply. 


Summer 
classes set 
for 2,400 


Expenditures for library materials 


have been reduced for next year from 
$2,700 to $350. Hitzeman said the district 
also will not be able to provide as many 
textbooks as it would like. Local schools 
are currently using several kinds of text- 
books on each grade level in the Individ- 
ually, Guided Educaton (IGE) program. 
Hitzeman said textbooks will be ade- 
quate, but there will not be as many 
books in use as the district had planned. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS have budgeted to 


sell $178,000 in tax anticipation warrants 
to cover expenses until the assessment 
question Is settled and schools begin re- 
ceiving tax monies. Hitzeman said with- 
out the warrants, the district could run 
out of funds by next September. 


By selling the warrants, school offi- 


cials predict the estimated balance on 
hand by June 30,1975, will be $124,932. 


A slowdown in construction in the area 


will at least prevent a large influx of stu- 
dents to the district that could further 
complicate the financial problems. Hitze- 
man said although some new students 
arc expected, he does not anticipate a 
large number that would mean a great 
upsurge in educational costs. 


Money worries are new to Dlst. 96, 


which finished fiscal 1973-74 In the black 
and expects to again have cash on hand 
without selling tax anticipation warrants 
by June 30.

THE CITY ALSO will be able to fi- 


nance some of the proposed sewer Im- 
provements through the use of the state 
motor fuel funds. The water Improve- 
ments will be paid off from water ser- 
vice bonds. 


Behrel and others have noted the sew- 


er project will allow the city to separate 
storm and sanitary sewers that are pre- 
sently combined In the area.

not have been built for anything close to 
that amount. Current estimates indicate 
the garage will carry a price tag of 
about $1.7 million; the over-all parking 
program, including a lot at Pearson and 
Prairie and other improvements, will 
run a total of $3.6 million. 


Estimates indicate that the developers 


will pay the city about $3.7 million over 
35 years for leasing 406 spaces in the ga- 
rage. Additional funds would be provided 
from meters placed on the Pearson- 
Prairie oarking lot and would go to the 
city. ' 


HAD THE CITY opted solely for the 


$1,600 per space, the, initial amount of 
money would not have been enough for 
the dry to provide as much parking as 
they are legally required. They would 
also have no continuing source of reve- 
nue to repay the outstanding interest and

Deputy Fire Chief David Clark said it 


appeared as if a heating device under 
the vat was not turned off when it should 
have been. 


The heat caused the sprinkler system 


to activate and fill up the vat with water, 
said Clark. The chemical then began to 
overflow, releasing the harmful fumes, 
Clark described as "pungent." 


Firemen wearing air packs entered the 


plant and used fans to clear the building 
of the fumes before allowing night shift 
workers to enter. 


Company Pres. Frank Hoff said he 


was unsure how the mishap occurred but 
said the fumes had spread over the en- 
tire factory.

Conte,' asked if more arrests would fol- 


low, said, "I don't think-so." He said po- 
lice had been interviewing suspects Mon- 
day and Tuesday.'Conte would not con- 
firm reports that police had fingerprints 
from glass fragments of "Molotov cock- 
tails," allegedly used to start the Ore. 


Bond was set at $10,000 each for Ko- 


pecky and Serowka Tuesday in the Ar- 
lington Heights branch of Circuit Court. 
Serowka was bonded out almost imme- 
diately and Kopecky was expected to 
make bond later Tuesday night.

principal on the project which is due 
yearly. 


The citizens group figures do not In- 


clude money derived from parking me- 
ters — an estimated $50,000 per year. Ob- 
viously, proponents' figures include tills 
amount as revenue for city coffers. 


The citizens' group is also playing 


down the fact an estimated $450,000 in 
real estate taxes will be generated by the 
development to schools, the park district' 
and other taxing bodies. 


THE BOTTOM LINE of this whole 


game of number juggling seems to be an 
ambiguous area on which no price tag 
can be placed. It is the area that a ma- 
jority of elected officials seem to be 
banking on: increased business and 
snowballing development. 


Sales-tax revenue to the city can and 


has been estimated for the retail estab- 


lishments within Superblock. The esti- 
mates run around $100,000 annually In 
money turned over to the city by the 
state. 


However, some officials believe the in- 


creased sales to stores outside the Super- 
block project could be the deciding factor 
in making the whole effort worthwhile. 


A captive audience, those workers 


packed into the 10 story office complex 
atop the Superblock mall, will probably 
be prone to shopping for a number of 
products in the downtown area. No one 
can really estimate what this might 
mean in increased sales, additional tax 
revenue and continuing downtown im- 
provements.

Portions of the following streets In the

ELK GROVE Boulevard from Tonne 


Road to Touhy Avenue for a 700-foot 
length; Estcs Street from Touhy Avenue 
to 111. Rlc. 83 for 4,610 feet; Grccnleaf 
Street from III. Rlc. 83 to Lively Boule- 
vard, for 2.350 feet; Nicholas Street from 
Landmcler Road to Hlgglns Road and 
Devon Avenue to Arthur Street for a to- 
tal of 2,875 feet; Bonnet Street from King 
Street to Arlington Heights Road for 
2,110 feet and a 1,020 foot portion of Gay- 
lord Street.

Federal, township aid 
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Funds sought for bicycle pathways

Schaumburg Park District officials ore 


searching for a way to fund construction 
of a bicycle pathway system throughout 
the village and part of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Paul Dcrda, park district director, said 


he was looking at possible federal fund* 
Ing or help from Schaumburg Township 
because the proposed route of the path- 
way would stretch the width of the town- 
ship. 


Park district involvement In the path- 


way system came after Dcrda met with 
Chuck Kmcn, planner for Bobbin and As* 
aoclnlcs Inc., which has drawn plans for 
area developments. The architectural 
and land planning firm Is examining the 
possibilities of a soft-surface path for 
non-motor vehicles. 


KWEN SAID HE hopes one part of the 


pathway system would go from Atcber 
Park on Schaumburg's western bound- 
ary, along an 80-foot, Natural Gas Pipe- 
line Co. of America casement to the west- 
ern part of Elk Grove Village and end at 
Interstate 00. 


• The second section of the system would 
extend west from the Applegate Terrace 
development near Roselle and Schaum- 
burg roads through the Heritage Center 
and civic center properties to the Spring 
Valley area near Plum Grove and 
Schaumburg roads, Kmcn noted. Hope- 
fully, the two paths would be linked by a 
network of paths in Spring Valley or On- 
other shorter path, he said. 


"We're excited about it," Derda said. 


"Bicycling has been like tennis the last 


two years. It has taken off." 


"It goes beyond the recreational as-

Drug-use policy may be revised 


The High School Dlst. 214 board will act on a revision In the 


district's policy on drug use at its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a. proposed'policy Monday which, If 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse cases in the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review council, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 


bert, will provide an interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an Individual school in a drug cose and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student. 


According to the proposal, a student In possession, selling 


or under the Influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could, then be referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
be made up of a board member and district administrators. 


THE COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according to Gilbert, or. it could refer the case to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must be conducted by the board by law. 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal.'Board member Gene Artemenko said he had in- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that If we left 'this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." ' 


The board's present policy is that a student caught in pos- 


session of drugs in sclwol is suspended and his parents called 
in for a conference. If a student is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, he Is automatically referred'to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by .drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, does not provide the district with 
enough flexibility in discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
the new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for. 
profit," probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action.

Survey: parents pleased 
with educational programs 


Most parents in Schaumburg Township 


Dist. 54 think their children receive a 
good education, according to a citizens' 
attitude survey conducted over the past 
•school year. 


The survey was conducted by the Com- 


munity Relations Committee under the 
direction of Harold W. Collins, professor 
of educational administration at North- 
ern Illinois University. 


A total of 2,599 parents responded to 


the questionnaire distributed by the com- 
mittee and area PTAs. Of the responses, 
2,577 were from parents with children at- 
tending Dlst. 54 schools. 


Gordon Thoren, board of education 


president, said the board committees will 
use the study to evaluate their goals for 
the coming year. The study cost about 
$5,000. 


While 83.9 per cent of the parents rated 


their children's schooling as satisfactory, 
only 3.5 per cent Indicated their children 
dislike school. 


BESIDES GENERAL questions about 


the quality of education in Dist. 54, pa- 
rents were asked questions concerning the 
special programs available, utilization 
and adequacy of classroom space, per- 
sonnel salaries and attitudes, commu- 
nications between parents, the adminis- 
tration and school board and school ser- 
vices. 


The majority of parents indicated they 


had no basis for opinion about the special 
programs, 42.6 per cent did not respond 
about special education programs, 68.7 
per cent expressed no opinion about 
physically handicapped programs and 
61.8 per cent did not respond to questions 
about programs for gifted and talented 
students. However, those who did re- 
spond were satisfied with the programs 
offered by Dist. 54. 


Although the majority of parents con- 


sidered the quality and amount of home- 
work assigned was good, 16.4 per cent 
indicated students should be assigned 
more homework. 


More than 19 per cent of the parents 


reponded that the space for instruction 
was inadequate while 15 per cent thought 
the utilization of the facilities was in-' 
adequate. 


TEACHERS ARE meeting the academ- 


ic, social and emotional needs of students 
according to the majority of the parents 
surveyed. Parents indicated they thought 
teachers are taking 'an active interest in 


the students',education and help develop 
the students' self-concepts. 


The majority of the parents thought 


teachers and administrators should be 
paid on a merit basis rather than a sala- 
ry scale. Currently teachers are paid ac- 
cording to a salary schedule while ad- 
ministrators, principals and most spe- 
cialists are paid according to merit.

New chief 
reworking 
police units 


by DIANE STEFZNOS 


Six months since his appointment as 


Palatine police chief, Jerry Bratcher is 
bringing what he believes will be more 
efficient and specialized police service to 
the village. 
In 
an over-all police department 


reorganization, Bratcher is reassigning 
responsibilities, beginning with officer 
training programs, expanding office 
space and changing the police uniforms. 


Most of this reorganization, for which 


Bratcher requested approval from the 
village board in January, will be com- 
pleted by July. 


Bratcher believes the most significant 


aspect of the reorganization will take 
place In changing the immediate ac- 
• 


countabillty and specialization of each 
! 


policeman on his staff. In delegating spe- , 
clfic responsibilities to each man, Brat- ' 
cher has divided the department into 
three major divisions of operations. 


The field division will encompass the 


work of patrolmen and criminal in- 
vestigators. An administrative division, 
to concentrate on personnel and proce- 
dure, and a technical division, which will 
conduct statistical research on police op- 
erations and crime, will act as support- 
Ing divisions to police field work. 


BRATCHER HAS specifically named 


Lt. Frank Ortiz as chief deputy in 
charge of all field and patrolman oper- 
ations, a new position to ensure complete 
coordination of on-duty activities. 


In the technical division, there will be 


more policemen specifically trying to im- 
prove community relations. 


The work that Is done in the adminis- 


trative and technical divisions will "ulti- 
mately make the patrolman's work In 
the community more efficient and mean* 
ingful" Bratcher said. 


Under the new plan, Bratcher believes 


that more research and comparative 
analyses will be conducted to indicate to 
the patrolmen "just what instances of 
crime, at what times of the day, and in 
what areas need to be tended to," he 
said. 


There will be more "proactive plan- 


ning and research than reactive." Brat- 
cher will have officers devising proce- 
dures for infrequent but dangerous crim- 
inal occurrences that will prepare patrol- 
men for correct action in case they oc- 
cur. 


IN ADDITION TO their newly assigned 


duties, officers are being required to at- 
tend various workshops and training ses- 
sions throughout the country enabling 
them to be more specialized in their 
work. 


For instance, the newly appointed 


youth officer, William Cobb, will attend a 
seven-neck juvenile officers' institute

1 police chief Jerry Bratcher has been Pal- 
atine's chief since January. 


The commission will meet in a closed 


meeting this month to decide whether the 
hearing testimony supports the charges 
made against Centner, Jung said. The

Incinerator 
plans only 
'tentative* 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer 


Tuesday night assured several Palatine 
residents that city plans to build a gar- 
bage Incinerator near their homes are 
only tentative. 


At the same time, Moyor criticized 


published accounts of the city's consid- 
erations until now of possibly building an 
Incinerator for solid waste disposal. Mey- 
er told the residents the city has made 
no definite decisions to build the pro- 
posed 180-ton capacity Incinerator plant 
and Intends to research the proposal 
thoroughly before taking action. 


Meyer spoke In response to a presenta- 


tion following Tuesday's regular city 
council meeting from Elliot Manlnt, 321 
S. Greenwood Avo., representing home- 
owners living in the Palanois Park subdi- 
vision of Palatine. The subdivision is lo- 
cated near Rohlwing Rood and North- 
west Highway directly across from the 
site the city Is considering for the in- 
clnorator. 


MANINT SAID THE homeowners are 


concerned about the incinerator because 
it would be "environmentally unsafe for 
us In Palatine." 


The Incinerator plan which the city is 


considering Is for a now type of plant 
which Its developers say would emit al- 
most no pollutants, smoke, heat or noise. 
The plan by the Basic Engineering Com- 
pany of Chicago proposes construction of 
an $800,000 "modular" incineration plant. 
Total cost of tho project, Including land 
purchase, has been estimated at about 
11.2-mlllion. 


But Manlt Tuesday sold studies by the 


homeowners group Indicate the cost of 
the plant might be as Ugh as $2.2 mil- 
lion, based on figures they have obtained 
from American City Magazine, the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency Board and 
some Incineration companies. 


In the area. They also questioned wheth- 
er those homes serviced by septic tanks 
will eventually be required to switch to 
the city sewer line system'.

roads and Euclid Avenue has been 
sought in the past by the city, but the 
action was never consummated because 
of conflicts over the ownership of the 
Grove Estates Utility Company which 
serves the area. The company is owned 
by Philippe. 


Schnell said Tuesday Scanlan told the 


homeowners tho city's decision to annex 
the site now was based in part on a de- 
sire to control zoning In the area and 
also so that the some 300 residents In the 
subdivision could be included in the spe- 
cial city census planned for August. 


The census Is Important to the city be- 


cause about $15 In state and motor fuel 
tax revenue Is rebated to the city for ev- 
ery resident. {The count is also important 
because city officials want Rolling Mead- 
ows to become a home rule community, 
which requires a minimum population of 
25,000. 


THE CENSUS MAY BE further tied to 


the Philippe annexation because the city 
must notify federal census officials soon 
on the exact limits of the city to be can- 
vassed In tho count. City Mgr. James 
Watson Indicated at a finance committee 
meeting Monday that federal authorities 
have granted an Informal extension to 
the city to mid-June to submit the certifi- 
cation. 


The Philippe annexation may have to 


be finalized before then in order for the 
area to be included In the census. 


Watson discussed the census question 


Monday after Aid. Daniel Weber (4th) 
and Aid. Kenneth Rctzke (5th) said they 
would not want to vote on the Philippe 
annexation until Information was obtain- 
ed on the benefits and obligations that 
would result from tho move. 


THE ANNEXATION will mean resi- 


dents in the area will be paying a total of 
about $7.13 per $100 of assessed valuation 
In real estate property taxes compared 
to about $660 per $100 now assessed, 
Schnell said. On a home equalized at 
$10,000, taxes would therefore be about 
$713 compared to $660 as an unincorpo- 
rated area. 


Tho homeowners were reassured Mon- 


day by City Treasurer Robert Cole, how- 
ver, that annexation would not mean a 
reassessment of their homes. Cole told 
the homeowners reassessments would 
not be made until the regular quadren- 
nial reassessments in Palatine Township 
in 1076, Schncll said. 


Once part of the city, residents in the 


area will be provided with city services 
including police and fire protection, 
street maintenance and free garbage ser- 
vice.

Two 18-year-old Wheeling youths were

Fire 
destroyed most of the library, causing an 
estimated $350,000 damage. 


Arrested were Erwin J. Kopecky, 912 


Wllshlro Dr, a junior at the high school, 
and James Serowka, 287 E. Norman Ln., 
a former student at the school. Police Lt. 
Thomas Conte said enough physical evi- 
dence was gathered to charge the pair. 
He also said police received a number of 


tips from people in the village. 


Contc, asked if more arrests would fol- 


low, said, "I don't think so." He said po- 
lice had been interviewing suspects Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Conte would not con- 
firm reports that police had fingerprints 
from glass fragments of "Molotov cock- 
tails," allegedly used to start the fire. 


Bond was set at $10,000 each for Ko- 


pecky and Serowka Tuesday in the Ar- 
lington Heights branch of Circuit Court. 
Serowka was bonded out almost imme- 
diately and Kopecky was expected to 
make bond later Tuesday night. Both 
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youths have a June 28 court hearing 
scheduled on the arson charges. 


SEROWKA WAS arrested Tuesday 


morning at the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. plant in Northbrook, where he is em- 
ployed, police said. Kopecky was ar- 
rested on the street, apparently some- 
where In Prospect Heights, they said. 


Kopecky also was arrested Saturday 


night for disorderly conduct — allegedly 
throwing rocks and using-obsencc lan- 
guage at police and firemen — while 
they were putting out the 11:05 p.m. fire. 
Three others also were arrested at the 
fire scene on similar charges and a 
fourth was arrested later at the police 
station. All are awaiting court appear- 
ances. 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education set aside a $500 reward for 
information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the arsonists at its board 
meeting Monday night. At that time, 


school officials said they anticipated the 
police department would handle the me- 
chanics of the reward.

ley Tuesday said Kopecky had not been 
suspended. "He's still in jail and I 
haven't faced that problem yet," he said. 
Shirley added that he needs grounds for 
suspending a student and "short of his 
being convicted or an admission of guilt, 
it's kind of questionable whether you can 
go ahead (with a suspension)." School 
closes Friday for the semester. 


The damaged library was opened to 


students Tuesday, Shirley said. "I be- 
lieve the experience will be well worth It 
and it will be something they will re- 
member for a long time." A path was 
made through the nibble to make view- 
ing easier. 


Some 22,000 books were lost in the fire. 


The loss is covered by insurance.

Drug-use policy 
may be revised 


The High School Dlst. 214 board will act on a revision In the 


district's policy on drug use at Its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a proposed policy Monday which, If 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse coses In the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review council, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 


bert, will provide an Interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an Individual school In a drug case and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student. 


According lo the proposal, a student In possession, selling 


or under the Influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could then be referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
be made up of a board member and district administrators. 


TUB COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according to Gilbert, or it could refer the case to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must be conducted by the board by law. 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal. Board member Gene Artcmonko said he had in- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that if we left this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and Information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." 


The board's present policy is that a student caught in pos- 


session of drugs in school is suspended and his parents called 
In for a conference. If a student is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, he is automatically referred to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, does not provide the district with 
enough flexibility in discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
the new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for 
profit," probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action. 


The board has expelled 13 students for distribution or sale 


of drug this school year. 


Administrators9 pay hiked 


The board voted Monday to approve raises for the 111 ad- 


ministrators In High School District 214. Two board members 
voted against the raise to protest the fact that the board had 
limited raises to an average of 8 per cent. 


Board members Gene Artcmenko and Warren Schablngcr 


voted against the raises proposed for individual administrators 
by Supt. Edward Gilbert because, according to Artcmcnko, "I 
feel we're taking advantage of administrators as a group." 


At a meetng lost month, the board set aside a fund of 


$196,076 for administrative raises, enough for an average 
eight per cent Increase. In addition, the board told Gilbert 
that no Individual administrator could receive more than a IS 
per cent raise. 


ARTEMENKO AND SCHAB1NGER voted against the ac- 


tion lost month also, arguing that teachers returning to the 
district receive a 10.6 per cent raise under the second year of 
a three-year salary contract.

KMEN SAID BABDIN and Associates 


was Interested In planning the system be- 
cause it would make three Roselle Road 
developments planned by the company 
look environmentally attractive. 


Ho added the system would moke the 


developments more appealing to persons 
Interested in cycling or jogging. 


There have been no cost estimates or 


rough plans mode yet. Kmcn has talked 
to Jack Claw, Elk Grove Park District 
director, and does said the park district 
would be interested In cooperating in the 
system once plans were firmed up. 


The planner noted ho was going to talk 


to William Lambert, owner of property 
for the proposed Heritage Center, and 
Centex Corp., owner of property in Elk 
Grove Village near the pipeline casement 
about participation In the system. Kmen 
has received a letter from the gas pipe- 
line company, saying It would cooperate 
In the pathway planning. 


THE PARK DISTRICT, however, has 


been able to acquire only two acres in 
the Spring Valley area. Local voters ap- 
proved purchase of property In the area 
by passing a $700,000 referendum, but 
land negotiations have become bogged 
down. 


Derda said the pathway system was 


Ideal for a community like Schaumburg 
which is divided up into developments 
because the system would serve to con- 
nect the developments. 


"Within the kind of energy problems we 


have today, It would be a tremendous 
asset to our community," he said. 


Two youths face charges 
in Wheeling bombing

Arrested were Erwin J. Kopecky, 012 


Wllshire Dr, a junior at the high school, 
and James Serowka, 287 E. Norman Ln., 
a former student at the school. Police Lt. 
Thomas Conte said eflough physical evi- 
dence waa gathered to charge the pair. 
He also said police received a number of 
tips from people In the village. 


Conte. asked If more arrests would fol- 


low, said, "I don't think so." He said po- 
lice had been Interviewing suspects Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Conte would not con- 
firm reports that police had fingerprints 
from glass fragments of "Molotov cock- 
tails," allegedly used to start the fire. 


Bond was set at 110,000 each for Ko- 


pecky and Serowka Tuesday In the Ar- 
lington Heights branch of Circuit Court. 
Serowka was bonded out almost imme- 
diately and Kopecky was expected to 
moke bond later Tuesday night. Both 
youths have a June 28 court hearing 
scheduled on the anon charges. 


SEROWKA WAS arrested Tuesday 


morning at the Illinois Bell Telephone 


Co. plant in Northbrook, where he Is em- 
ployed, police said. Kopecky was ar- 
rested on the street, apparently some- 
where In Prospect Heights, they said. 


Kopecky also was arrested Saturday 


night for disorderly conduct — allegedly 
throwing rocks and using obsence Ian- 
guage at police and firemen — while 
they were putting out the 11:05 p.m. fire. 
Three others also were arrested at the 
fire scene on similar charges and a 
fourth was arrested later at the police 
station. All are awaiting court appear- 
ances.

Rough surfaces must be paved 
Village warns 101 driveway owners 


The owners of 101 gravel, dirt or stone 


driveways in Hoffman Estates have re- 
ceived notices they must pour concrete 
or asphalt driveways within 60 days or 
face fines of $25 to $500 per day for vio- 
lating a retroactive village ordinance. 


The village approved an ordinance in 


1972 requiring all driveways be paved, 
but a question has arisen of whether the 
ordinance can be enforced retroactively. 
Officials notified residents of Parcel A, 
the village's oldest subdivision, they 
must comply in 60 days. 


Some of the residents are protesting. 
BARRY CLARK of Hanover Park, rep- 


resenting his mother-in-law, Mrs. Russell 
Johnson, 420 Aspen, Hoffman Estates, 
protested what he termed a retroactive 
ordinance at Monday's village board 
meeting. Another recipient of the letter 
has contacted The Herald to inquire. 


The residents estimate the cost of pav- 


ing the drives at about $500, and question 
whether they can meet the expense, or 
even find a paver to do the work during 
the concrete drivers strike now under 
way in the metropolitan Chicago area. 
Concrete has become a shortage item, 
and the low supply Is threatening the 
construction industry. 


Clark and Bill Kressner, 326 Azalea 


Ct., also questioned the legality of en- 
forcing the ordinance on owners of drive- 
ways that existed before the law was 
adopted. 


CLARK NOTED that Parcel A streets 


do not provide for parking space and do 
not have curbs or sidewalks. He com- 
pared the ordinance with other provi- 
sions of building codes, and said he had 
never heard of a retroactive building 
code. If the driveway standards are en- 
forced at homes where non-conforming 


drives existed before the ordinance went 
into effect, the owner of any home in the 
village could be required to comply with 
any new provision of electrical, plumbing 
or other building codes as they are 
adopted, said Clark. He noted his moth- 
er-in-law's driveway was Installed in 
1960, and complied with codes as they 
existed then. 


Clark asked if the board actually In- 


tended a retroactive code. 


Mayor Virginia Hayter asked Clark if

Tho village board this week approved sending a second 


letter of commitment to the Schaumburg Village board, ex- 
pressing Its intent to help finance a study of need for publicly 
supported mass transportation service in Schaumburg Town- 
ship. 


But the level of commitment Is not defined. The Hoffman 


Estates board declined to set a dollar amount for its willing- 
ness to pay, although a percentage was discussed. Hoffynan 
Estates will likely share the cost with the Village of Schaum- 
burg, with the ratio based on comparative assessed property 
value In the two villages. 


Mayor Virginia Hayter suggested this week she would view 


the maximum Hoffman Estates share at about $5,000. Trustee 
William Cowln suggested the board wait up to two weeks to 
specify the amount, to permit budget adoption first. 


Hoffman Estates trustees noted the two villages must have 


evidence of need for transportation, which can come from the 
study, If they hope to apply for financial support for a bus 
system from the Regional Transportation Authority.

lawns. 


Tho suggestion was made by Trustee Bruce Lind Monday 


night, after Mrs. Beverly Melton, 151 N. Olive, asked the 
board to consider permitting erection of fences In front of the 
building lino in side yards of corner lots. 


Drivers turning the corners drive across lawns where chil- 


dren often play, damaging property and endangering resi- 
dents, said Mrs. Melton. Although village ordinances permit 
bushes on corners, the bushes provide little protection, and 
block the vision of drivers more than mesh fences would, she 
said.

Survey: parents pleased 
with educational programs 


Most parents In Schaumburg Township 


DIst. 54 think their children receive a 
good education, according to a citizens' 
attitude survey conducted over the past 
school year. 


The survey was conducted by the Com- 


munity Relations Committee under tho 
direction of Harold W. Collins, professor 
of educational administration at North- 
ern Illinois University. 


A total of 2,599 parents responded to 


the questionnaire distributed by the com- 
mittee and area PTAs. Of the responses, 
2,577 were from parents with children at- 
tending Dlst. 54 schools. 


Gordon Thoren, board of education 


president, said tho board committees will 
use the study to evaluate their goals for 
the coming year. The study cost about 
$5,000. 


While 83.9 per cent of the parents rated 


their children's schooling as satisfactory, 
only 3.5 per cent indicated their children 
dislike school. 


BESIDES GENERAL questions about 


the quality of education in Dist. 54, pa- 
rents were asked questions concerning the 
special programs available, utilization 
and adequacy of classroom space, per- 
sonnel salaries and attitudes, commu- 
nications between parents, the adminis- 
tration and school board and school ser- 
vices. 


The majority of parents indicated they 


had no basis for opinion about tho special 
programs, 42.6 per cent did not respond 
about special education programs, 68.7 


per cent expressed no opinion about 
physically handicapped programs and 
61.8 per cent did not respond to questions 
about programs for gifted and talented 
students. However, those who did re- 
spond were satisfied with the programs 
offered by Dlst. 54. 


Although the majority of parents con- 


sidered the quality and amount of home- 
work assigned was good, 16.4 per cent 
indicated students should be assigned 
more homework. 


More than 19 per cent of the parents 


repondcd that the space for instruction 
was inadequate while 15 per cent thought 
the utilization of the facilities was in- 
adequate. 


TEACHERS ARE meeting the academ- 


ic, social and emotional needs of students 
according to the majority of the parents 
surveyed. Parents Indicated they thought 
teachers are taking an active interest in 
the students' education and help develop 
the students' self-concepts. 


The majority of the parents thought 


teachers and administrators should be 
paid on a merit basis rather than a sala- 
ry scale. Currently teachers ore paid ac- 
cording to a salary schedule while ad- 
ministrators, principals and most spe- 
cialists are paid according to merit. 


Almost 60 per cent of the parents 


thought the district should provide free 
transportation for all children. Currently 
free transportation is provided for chil- 
dren living over 1V4 miles from school.

Details of the revised plan were de-

The ISO-acre Rob Roy Golf Course and

Kcnroy Is seeking to annex the parcel

HIGHLIGHTS OP THE new plan: 
• 2,350 condominium units versus 4,500

original plan. 


• Three nine-story towers would be the 


tallest structures (100 feet), versus the 
prior plan for five 12-story highriscs (140 
feet).

tained generally around the perimeter of 
the property, In the northeast quadrant 
and stretching from the northwest corner 
along Wheeling Road south to the south- 
west corner, to serve as a buffer zone.

214 ivrapup 
Drug-use policy 
may be revised 


The High School Dist. 214 board will act on a revision In the 


district's policy on drug use at Its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a proposed policy Monday which, If 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse cases in the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review council, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 


bert, will provide an Interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an Individual school in a drug case and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student. 


According to the proposal, a student In possession, selling 


or under the Influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could then be referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
be made up of a board member and district administrators. 


THE COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according to Gilbert, or it could refer the cose to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must be conducted by the board by law. 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal. Board member Gene Artemenko said he had in- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that if we left this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and Information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." 


The board's present policy is that a student caught In pos- 


session of drugs In school Is suspended and his parents called 
in for a conference. If a student Is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, ho Is automatically referred to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, docs not provide tho district with 
enough flexibility in discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
the new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for 
profit." probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action. 


Tho board has expelled 13 students for distribution or sale 


of drug this school year. 


Administrators9 pay hiked 


The board voted Monday to approve raises for the 111 ad- 


ministrators In High School District 214. Two board members 
voted against the raise to protest the fact that the board had 
limited raises to an average of 8 per cent. 


Board members Gene Artemenko and Warren Schablnger 


voted against the raises proposed for Individual administrators 
by Supt. Edward Gilbert because, according to Artemenko, "I 
feel we're taking advantage of administrators as a group." 


At a meetng last month, the board set aside a fund of 


$196,076 for administrative raises, enough for an average 
eight per cent Increase. In addition, the board told Gilbert 
that no Individual administrator could receive more than a IS 
per cent raise. 


ARTEMENKO AND SCHABINGER voted against the ac- 


tion last month also, arguing that teachers returning to the 
district receive a 10.6 per cent raise under the second year of 
a three-year salary contract. 


Raises for the 111 administrators arc determined by merit 


evaluations by Gilbert. Raises adopted by a Monday's 4-2 vote 
Included an increase from $29,800 to $32,100 for Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for Instruction, and Rob- 
ert Weber, assistant superintendent for business services. 


Principal's raises arc: from $29,200 to $31,400 for Roland 


Coins, principal at Horsey High School; $28,500 to $30,600 for 
Robert Haskcll, principal of Elk Grove High School; $28,300 to 
$30,500 for Robert Hocse, principal of Rolling Meadows High 
School; $26,500 to $29,000 for Jack Martin, principal of Forest 
View High School; $27,300 to $29,500 for Clarence Miller, prin- 
cipal of Buffalo Grove High School; $29,500 to $31,600 for 
Thomas Shirley, principal of Wheeling High School, $27,300 to 
$29,500 for Edward Spacapan, principal of Prospect High 
School and $29,600 to $31,600 for Bruno Waara, principal of 
Arlington High School.

New state aid formula 


The High School Dist. 214 board has decided to use a new 


state school aid formula which will result in an increase In 
state money and a drop in the district's tax rate during the 
next five years. 


Tho board approved filing Its state aid claim for the 1974-75 


school year under the new resource equalizer formula. The 
formula means the state's contribution to Dist. 214 operating 
funds will increase from $6,040,223 during the past year to 
$13,477,874 by 1977-78, according to Asst. Supt. Robert Weber. 


At tho same time, beginning with this year's tax levy the 


district will tower Its operating tax rate to the level required. 
under tho resource equalizer. 


Tho district will have the choice of how low to set Its tax 


rate before It approves Its 1974 tax levy later this year, ac- 
cording to Weber. However low tho district agrees to make' 
Its tax rate, the roll-back will be phased In as state aid pay* 
mcnts Increase.

a former student at the school. Police Lt. 
Thomas Contc said enough physical evi- 
dence was gathered to charge the pair. 
He also said police received a number of 
tips from people in the village.

Village sees commitment 
soon on Rte. 14 underpass 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson said Tuesday he hopes to have n 
commitment soon from state and federal 
departments to construct an Arlington 
Heights Road underpass at Northwest 
Highway. 


Agreement with tho government trans- 


portation departments (hat would fund 
tho $6 million project may come as early 
as next week, Hanson said. 


Last week, ho asked the village board 


finance committee to recommend spend- 
ing $50,000 to hire Alstot and March, traf- 
fic engineers, to draw up plans for tho 
underpass. The committee agreed to In- 
terview several engineers In connection 
with the work. 


An Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation official confirmed Tuesday that 
application for the underpass was being 
processed, and that approval appeared 
likely. 


HOWEVER, BECAUSE of tho com- 


plexity of the project, It may be mid-1977 
before actual construction begins. 


A total of US million in Federal Aid 


Urban Systems funds are expected to be 
rnodo available for projects In Illinois af- 
ter July 1. If approved, the Arlington 
Heights Road underpass would become 
one of these projects. 


An estimated 70 per cent of the cost of 


the underpass would come from Federal 
Aid Urban Systems, 15 per cent from tho 
Illinois Department of Transportation, 


and 15 per cent from village funds. 


Traffic along Arlington Heights Road 


now exceeds* 24,000 cars a da1/, and is 
projected to almost double by 1980. Ma- 
jor traffic tie-ups arc routine during the 
rush hours • when frequent commuter 
trains interrupt north-south travel. 


A IW1 FEASIBILITY study indicated 


that the underpass would begin at about 
Sigwalt Street on the south, go under the 
railroad tracks and Northwest Highway 
to about Miner Street on the north. 


Turning lanes and pedestrian walks 


would continue to cross the tracks and 
highway at grade, according to the 
study. 


Among the many steps that would have 


to bo taken before actual construction 
could begin are detailed engineering 
drawings, 
an 
environmental impact 


statement, approval by the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission, public 
hearings and contract bidding. 


One source of opposition to the under- 


pass may be Douglas Dodds, president of 
the First Arlington National Bank, 
Campbell and Dunton streets. 


In the past, Dodds has objected to tho 


underpass because it could seal off ac- 
cess to Davis Street from Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Instead, he has proposed a bypass 


around tho Arlington Heights Road and 
Northwest Highway Intersection.

into a campus plan. However Harper 
must clear three hurdles before any new 
.campus could be built. 


THE VILLAGE would have to first set 


aside the land as the future site. The 
school would then have to receive state 
approval for the enlargement. The last 
obstacle would be the raising of the pur- 
chase money. 


If the village did set aside the land, 


Harper would have one year in which to 
acquire it. 


Charles Boblnette, park district attor- 


ney, said because the school would be 
the acquiring agency, they would be the 
one to raise the money. The district 
would then reach a cost-sharing agree- 
ment for the parks. 


Thomas Thonton, park district direc- 


tor, said Harper or the district would 
have to go to a referendum to purchase 
the land. 


The land has been valued at $30,000 an 


acre. 


Raymond and Raymond, of Evanston, 


presented tentative plans to the village 


last week for a 1,074 unit development of 
mixed housing on the site. The project 
would have an estimated population of 
4,000, according to Frank Raymond. 


RAYMOND TOLD THE village his cor- 


poration would be willing to wait out the 
year period Harper would have to obtain 
the land. 


Harper has not yet drawn' up final 


plans for the proposed campus. Thornton 
said the connector parks and pathways 
could be incorporated into tentative 
plans now under consideration by the 
school.

Drug-use policy 
may be revised 


The High School Dist. 214 board will act on a revision in the 


district's policy on drug use at its next meeting June 24. 


The board discussed a proposed policy Monday1 which, if 


approved, will establish a drug review council to handle drug 
abuse coses In the district and adds "alcohol" to the list of 
drugs covered by the district policy. 


The drug review council, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 


bert, wli' provide an Interim step between disciplinary action 
taken at an Individual school In a drug case and full review 
by the board to consider expelling a student. 


According (o the proposal, a student in possession, selling 


or under the influence of a drug at school would be suspended 
and his parents would meet with the school principal. The case 
could then bo referred by the principal and superintendent to 
the drug review council for further action. The council would 
bo made up of a board member and district administrators. 


THE COUNCIL COULD develop a plan for helping the stu- 


dent, according to Gilbert, or it could refer the case to the 
school board for possible expulsion. Hearings on expelling a 
student must bo conducted by the board by law. < 


Board members said they generally were pleased with the 


proposal. Board member Gene Artcmcnko said he had in- 
itially been concerned about changing the drug policy to give 
more discretion to the administration. 


"My Initial concern was that if we left this to the adminis- 


tration they would tend In their evangelistic fervor, to be more 
lenient than the board. But with a board member on the 
council and Information coming to the board on the type of 
activity, I'm not worried about that." 


The board's present policy Is that a student caught in pos- 


session of drugs in school is suspended and his parents called 
in for a conference. If a student is found selling or dis- 
tributing drugs, he Is automatically referred to the board for 
expulsion. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAVE expressed concern that the pre- 


sent policy, by drawing a rigid distinction between use and 
distribution of drugs, docs not provide tho district with 
enough flexibility in discipline actions. Gilbert said that under 
tho new policy some cases, such as "the sale of drugs for 
profit," probably still would be referred straight to the board 
for action. 


Tho board has expelled 13 students for distribution or sale 


of drug this school year. 


Administrators9 pay hiked 


The board voted Monday to approve raises for the 111 ad- 


ministrators In High School District 214. Two board members 
voted against the raise to protest the fact that tho board had 
limited raises to an average of 8 per cent. 


Board members Gene Artcmcnko and Warren Schablnger 


voted against the raises proposed for individual administrators 
by Supt. Edward Gilbert because, according to Artcmcnko, "I 
feel we're taking advantage of administrators as a group." 


At a mectng last month, tho board set aside a fund of 


$196,076 for administrative raises, enough for on average 
eight per cent increase. In addition, tho board told Gilbert 
that no Individual administrator could receive more than a 15 
per cent raise. 


ARTEMENKO AND SCHABINGER voted against the ac- 


tion lost month also, arguing that teachers returning to the 
district receive a 10.6 per cent raise under tho second year of 
a three-year salary contract. 


Raises for the 111 administrators arc determined by merit 


evaluations by Gilbert. Raises adopted by a Monday's 4-2 vote 
Included an increase from $29.800 to $32,100 for Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for instruction, and Rob- 
ert Weber, assistant superintendent for business services. 


Principal's raises arc: from $29,200 to $31,400 for Roland 


Coins, principal at Horsey High School; $28,500 to $30,600 for 
Robert Haskcll, principal of Elk Grove High School; $28,300 to 
$30,500 for Robert Hocse, principal of Rolling Meadows High 
School; $26,500 to $29,000 for Jack Martin, principal of Forest 
View High School; $27,300 to $20,500 for Clarence Miller, prin- 
cipal of Buffalo Grove High School; $29,500 to $31,600 for 
Thomas Shirley, principal of Wheeling High School, $27,300 to 
$29,500 for Edward Spacapan, principal of Prospect High 
School and $29,600 to $31,600 for Bruno Waara, principal of 
Arlington High School. 


New state aid formula 


The High School Dist. 214 board has decided to use a new 


state school aid formula which will result in an increase in 
stale money and a drop In the district's tax rate during the 
noxt five years. 


Tho board approved filing Its state aid claim for tho 1974-75 


school year under the new resource equalizer formula. The 
formula means the state's contribution to Dist. 214 operating 
funds will increase from $6,040,223 during tho past year to 
$13,477,874 by 1977-78, according to Asst. Supt. Robert Weber. 


At tho same time, beginning with this year's tax levy the 


district will lower Its operating tax rate to the level required 
under tho resource equalizer. 
' • 


The district will have the choice of how low to sot its tax 


rale before it approves its 1974 tax levy later this year, ac- 
cording to Weber. However low tho district agrees to make 
Its tax rate, tho roll-back will be phased In as state old pay- 
ments Increase. 


Teachers In Arlington Heights School 


Dist. 23 will vote Thursday on a new 
salary contract for tho 1874-75 school 
year. 


Jim Modec, president of the Arlington 


Teachers' Assn., declined to give details 
of tho contract. Ho indicated that the

Library officials seek fund 
source without referendum 


Arlington Heights Memorial Library 


officials are looking for other methods of 
funding a proposed $1.1 million building 
expansion program other than by refer- 
endum. 


Board members' Tuesday night dis- 


cussed the village's home rule provision, 
which allows for funding such a program 
without referendum. 


Officials are eyeing plans to expand 


the library by extending the existing 
floor level over the parking section on 
tho west side of the library. 


Alternatives to a referendum are to ob- 


tain a mortgage on the present library 
property, or for the village to issue gen- 
eral obligation bonds without the referen- 
dum, according to Marlln Smith, the li- 
brary's attorney. 


Library board members plan to meet 


with the village board in late July or ear- 
ly August to air attitudes about the build- 
ing project. 


"WE OUGHT TO CHECK thoroughly 


the home rule authority," said Lawrence 
DIckerson, library board member. 


Smith, however, did caution the board 


that municipalities apparently prefer to 
hold a referendum whenever possible. 


"Most municipalities arc cautious 


about issuing non-referendum bonds," he 
said. "There's a certain tendency to save 
non-referendum authority." 


A study, with information and stalls- 


tics vital to the building plans, is being 
prepared by Frank Dempsey, executive 
librarian. A-draft of the study, which is 
needed when board members confer with 
village officials, will be ready around 
July 15, Dempsey said.
